in the effort of the St. Louis 
Callanan-Shenker forces to tight- 
en their control over St. Louis 
and extend it into the state. 

"With 391,624 persons registered 
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to vote in St. Louis, election 
officials and party leaders pre- 
dicted a near-record turnout of 
225,000 voters in the city next 
Tuesday. The city’s highest vote 
in a state primary was 239,110, 
in 1940. 

Chairman John J. Dwyer of the 
Democratic City Committee esti- 
mated the Democratic vote at 
125,000. City Republican Chair- 
man Ancel A. Skaggs predicted 
his party vote would reach 100,- 
090. Both said a large vote was 
indicated because of widespread 
interest in the local as well as 
state-wide races. 

County Record Expected. 

St. Louis county party leaders 
are looking for a record vote of 
more than 100,000 in the county, 
or about half of the registration 
of 203.282. 

Edwin F. Vieth, the county Re- 
publican chairman, estimated his 
party’s vote ‘would total about 
60,000. ‘The Democratic chairman, 
Fred M. Joseph, estimated the 
Democratic vote at 40,000 to 45,- 
000. The top county vote in a 
state primary was 60,179, in 1948. 
_- Precinct polling places in St. 
Louis will be open election day 
from 6 a.m. to 7 p.m., daylight 
time. Those in the county will be 
open from 7 a.m. to 8:07 p.m., 
except in University City, where 
they will be open from 7 a.m. to 


8 p.m. 

There will be 793 polling places 
{in the city, an increase of nine 
since 1950, The county will have 
385 polling places, an increase of 
51 made necessary by the county’s 
large growth in population and 
voter registration. 

‘Get Out the Vote’ Drives. 

Plans to “get out the vote” 
were being completed yesterday 
by the regular Democratic and 
Republican ward organizations, 
their intra-party factional rivals, 
and groups backing some of the 
major candidates, A non-partisan 
drive has been going on for some 
time, sponsored by the Citizens’ 
Committee for More Votes, in co- 
operation with the St. Louis 
Junior Chamber of Commerce. 

The latter group began yester- 
day painting signs on sidewalks 
at principal downtown corners, 
urging the public to “Vote Aug. 
5th.” The work is being done by 
Junior Chamber of Commerce 
members, who hope to complete 
the job tomorrow. 

Many firms are making ar- 
rangements to permit their em- 
ployes to take time off Tuesday 
to vote, under terms of a Mis- 
souri law upheld in a test case 
by tne United States Supreme 
Court. The law provides that 
voters must be excused from work 
for a four-hour period while the 
polls are opened, without loss of 
Me : 
Some firms will not open until 
after 10 am., which will give 
their employes four hours from 
the opening of the polls. Others 
plan to close at 3 p.m., which 
provides a four-hour period before 


the polls close.

REGENCY COUNCIL 


NAMED TO ACT FOR 
EGYPT’S BABY KING 


CAIRO, Aug. 2 (AP)—A prin¢ée, 
a colonel and an ex-cabinet min- 
ister were -named tonight as 
Egypt’s temporary Regency Coun- 
cil to act for the baby King Fuad 
II, son of the abdicated Farouk I. 
They are Prince Mohamed Ab- 
del Monem, a second cousin of 
Farouk; Mohamed Bahei Aldin 
Barakat, independent politician 
and former Minister of Education, 
and Army Col. Mohamed Rashad 
Mehanna, Minister of ‘Communi- 
cations ‘in the new reform gov- 
ernment, 

Premier Aly Maher announced 
the appointments 24 hours after 
the State Council (supreme court) 
ruled the regency could be set 
up, temporarily at least, by cabi- 
net decree without recalling the 
dissolved Parliament into session. 
The reform forces thus averted 
an immediate clash with the na- 
tionalist, anti-foreign Wafd party, 
which dominated Parliament. 
Mehanna’s appointment showed 
the hand of Maj. Gen. Mohammed 
Naguib, the commander-in-chief, 
who forced Farouk to abdicate a 
week ago and installed the Maher 
reform government.

US. First to Complete 


Ratification — Way Is 
Open for Reich to Join 
in Defense. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 2 
(AP) — President Truman today 
completed American ratification 
of the peace pact with West -Ger- 
many and the companion agree- 
ment to take that fraction of a 
nation into the West’s lineup 
against Communist aggression, 

The new arrangement is aimed 
at giving the Bonn government 
practically full sovereignty, end- 
ing military occupation of its ter- 
ritory and making it a partner of 
the free world. Its actual opera- 
tion, however, awaits approval 
from the other signatory nations, 
including West Germany itself. 

The President signed instru- 
ments ratifying: 

1, The peace contract, which is 
the closest approach to a peace 
treaty the Western ‘nations felt 
they could’ make while Germarty 
is divided by continuing Soviet 
occupation of the eastern zone. 

2. A protocol to the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization pact 
extending its mutual military 
guarantees to Western Germany, 
but not actually making the Ger- 
mans NATO members. 

First to Finish Action. 

Truman’s action made the Unit- 
ed States the first nation to fin- 
ish the last formélities. Britain’s 
Parliament has approved both 
agreements, but final ratification 
awaits some technicalities. 

France, however, has yet to 
take ratification action and there 
is no assurance such action will 
come without difficulty. Ratifi- 
cation by West Germany's own 
Parliament also is#the subject of 
a hot fight. | 

Truman, on a working vacation 
at his home in Independence, Mo., 
near here, signed the papers in 
his temporary executive offices at 
Kansas City’s Hotel Muehlebach. 

In a statement, he hailed this 
nation’s ratification of the con- 
tracts as “the latest in a long 
series of efforts on the part of 
this Government to establish nor- 
mal and friendly relations be- 
tween the United States and Ger- 
many.” ; 

Refers to Interpretation. 

Ratification, he said, also marked 
a “further step toward assuring 
the security of Europe and the 
whole North Atlantic area.” 

In approving the contracts with 
West Germany, the Senate stated 
that it was not giving up any of 
its constitutional powers, particu- 
larly as to.the sending of United 
States-troops abroad: 

President Truman said he want- 
ed to make clear that he consid- 
ered this interpretatien to cover 
only the relations between Con- 
gress and the Chief Executive. 

He said it “does not in any 
way affect the rights and obli- 
gation” of this nation under the 
peace contracts. Nor does it “in 
any way lessen the determina- 
tion of the United States to carry 
out its commitments,” he added.

U.S. Wins Olympics, Tops Russia 
Even Under Red Scoring System

HELSINKI, Aug. 2 (AP)—The 
United States won the 1952 Olym- 
pic games today after trailing 
Russia for 12 of the 14 days the 
games covered. 

Mrs. Pat McCormick, a Califor- 
nia housewife, led an American 
sweep of women’s diving to clinch 
the unofficial team title. 

This came on top of Ford Kon- 
no’s exciting victory over Japan's 
great Shiro Hasizume in the 1500- 
meter free style swim, plus Amer- 
ica’s defeat of Russia in the cham- 
pionship basketball game, 36-25. 

Even if the Soviets score their 
maximum in the few remaining 
events before the games close to- 
morrow they cannot overtake 
the United States, which has now 
won every series of modern games 
since 1896 except those in 1936

BERLIN, Aug. 2 (UP) — Red 
rabble-rousers today whipped u 
hate-America and anti-Western 
sentiments in the Soviet-run sec- 
tor of this divided city in prepar- 
ation for tomorrow’s threatened 
invasion of the United States, 
British and French sectors by 
thousands of Communists. hot- 
heads. 

Western Allied authorities said 
violence, riots and bloodshed are 
almost certain to occur if the 
Reds make good their threat. 

American, British and French 
troops in West Berlin held ready 
to move in to aid the city’s 12,- 
000-man police force if the latter 
are upable to handle the situa- 
tion. 

The Communists set 1:30 p.m. 
(7:30 a.m., St. Louis time) as the 
hour for their massed demonstra- 
tion and “invasion” march. 

Mass Movement to Be Blocked. 

West Berlin and Western Al- 
lied authorities warned that any 
attempt by the Reds to move 
across the city’s sector borders 
in mass formation will be blocked 
by force if necessary. 

Pretext for the Communist in- 
vasion is a rally scheduled to be 
held by members of the fanatical 
Free German youth movement in 
Jungfernheide park, in. the Brit- 
ish sector. 

For two weeks, the Communist 
press has been drimming up the 
so-called “peace rally.” Loeal 
German authorities barred the 
rally, but the organizers say they 
will go ahead and 10,000 persons 
will be there.

The Reds called for Commu- 
nists to mass in Potsdamer platz, 
the riot-scarred corner where the 
Russian, British and American 
sectors meet; the corner of Elsen 
and Great strasse, on the Amer- 
ican-Soviet sector border; at the 
corner of Eberswalder and Oder- 
berger strasse on the French- 
Russian border and at Chausee- 
strasse, another French-Soviet sec- 


tor border point. 
Charges Against West. 

Communist leaders told pep 
meetings in the Soviet sector to- 
day that the Reds must end the 
“intolerable” conditions in West 
Berlin. They charged that “‘con- 
centration camps” have been set 
up in the American, British and 
French sectors and that the West- 
ern powers are guilty of all man- 
ner of abuses of German rights. 

The “concentration camp” 
charge apparently was a reference 
to hastily established relief centers 
set up in West Berlin to care for 
German fugitives fleeing at a 
1000-a-day clip from the one-third 
of Germany that lies behind Rus- 
sia’s iron curtain. 

The Communist challenge 
came as East-West tension was 
high over the kidnaping of sev- 
eral West Germans by Red 
agents this week and an ominous 
accusation by the Russians that 
the West had broken the agree- 
ment that ‘ended the Berlin 
blockade of. 1948-49 by restrict- 
ing West German trade with East 
Germany. 

Western Allied officials will 
meet next week to consider a 
demand from Soviet Gen. Vassily 
Chuikov that trade restrictions be 
lifted. They declined immediate 
comment. 

New Trade Agreement. 

Within a few hours after Chui- 
kov’s, demand was made public, 
West German officials in Bonn 
announced the conclusion of a 
new East-West trade agreement 
calling for an exchange each way 
of goods worth 200 million marks 
(47 million dollars). 

Soviet strong-arm tactics crop- 
ped up again on the frontier that 
divides East and West Germany. 

A Communist police patrol, led 
by a Russian colonel, seized a 
strip of land 200 yards long and 
170 yards wide near Ratzeburg, 
in the British zone. A house 
from which three West German 
families fled in the night passed 
into Communist hands. The 
families had been tipped the 
Reds planned such a move.

Howard is a 
Negro.

CLARK TIGHTENS 
SECURITY CODE, HAS

TOKYO, Aug. 2 (UP)— Gen. 
Mark Clark has ordered security 
regulations at supreme headquar 
ters tightened to forestall any 
leakage of secret. information to 
the Communists, reliable sources 
reported today.

Clark ordered«his command to 
be more careful in handling high- 
ly confidential papers, the sources 
reported, To test the measures 
put into effect, he had a group 
of his own secret agents try out 
“enemy tactics,” they added.

USING NEW TRICK 
IN PRIMARY DRIVE 


Committeemen Given 
Free Sample Ballots 
Boosting Candidates 
They Are Opposing. 


A new political trick fs being 
employed by the Democratic fac- 
tion headed by Sheriff Thomas F. 
Callahan in an effort to push 
through the nomination of its fa- 
vored candidates in Tuesday’s pri- 
mary it was learned yesterday. 


A number of ward committee- 
men and committeewomen in St. 
Louis are complaining that they 
accepted from Callanan lieuten- 
ants an offer of free sample bal- 
lots which turned out to indorse 
a lot of lesser-office candidates 
the committeemen are opposing. 


It has been the time-honored 
practice of committeemen and 
committeewomen to make up their 
sample ballots on the basis of in- 
dorsements voted by their - re- 
spective ward organizations and to 
have the ballots printed at a cost 
of about $150. They selected 
their own printers, and the cost 
was defrayed by the ward organi- 
zation or by contributions from 
members. 

But this year the Callanan fac- 
tion has come forward with a 
seemingly generous offer to sup- 
ply sample ballots without charge, 
the only announced condition be- 
ing that United States Represen- 
tative Phil J. ‘Welch, favored by 
the faction for the Democratic 
gubernatorial nomination, appear 
as the choice on the sample.

% | Astute Statesmanship Needed to Head on" 


Crisis Later in Year — Outcome to. 
Have Far-Reaching Impact. 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (AP)— 
The drive to arm the Western 
world against Russia appears to 
be“slowing down. It is beset by 
economic and political difficulties 
which threaten to grow into a 
crisis later this year. 

Dealing with this crisis, unless 
it is forestalled or quickly over- 
come by astute and fast-moving 
Allied statesmanship, may prove 
to be one of the first foreign 
policy tasks confronting the next 
President of the United States. 


The outcome, moreover, will al- 
most certainly have an impact on} 
events ranging far beyond the 
build-up speed of Gen. Matthew 
B. Ridgway’s Western European 
army. It may involve France’s 
conduct of the costly war against 
Communism in Indochina and fi- 
nal approval of plans for rearming 
West Germany. 

French Want More Help. 

Several developments this week 


and abroad have been worrying 
for some weeks, 


A visit to Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson by French Ambas- 
sador Henri Bonnet brought into 
the open the fact that the United 
States had turned down a request 
that it pick up the check for a 
total of $625,000,600 worth of 
French government armament 
contracts placed with French 
factories. Instead Acheson told 
Bonnet this country could take 
on only $186,000,000 worth now 
and possibly a few more orders 
later on. 


French officials generally ar- 


gued that the help was essential 
if France was to meet its commit- 
ments for contributions to the 
Allied defense effort. There were 
hints that unless the additional 
help was forthcoming French 
ratification of a European defense 
treaty, clearing the way for West 
German rearming, might be de- 
layed indefinitely and France 
might find it difficult to go on 
bearing the main burden of the 
war in Indochina.

Parched fields and shriveled 
crops offer testimony to “one of 
the most serious economic dis- 
asters this country has ever 
seen,” said Knox Hutchinson, ‘As- 
sistant Secretary of Agriculture. 
He headed a group of farm ex- 
perts which met at Nashville, 
Tenn., Friday to seek means of 
relieving millions of farmers who 
face ruin because of the lack 
of rain. Little rain has fallen 
in two months in most Southern 
states. 

Mounting damage 
have passed the 
mark in the South. Of necessity, 
these estimates are inconclusive 
and farm officials in most states 
are hesitant about putting losses 
into dollars. 

But the government has 
Stamped “disaster” on six states 
in the South. Other states soon 
may be added. The designation 
paves the way for hard-pressed 
farmers to seek federal loans to 
purchase feed for cattle, keep 
their herds intact and finance 
planting of new crops. 

Hutchihson told the Nashville 
meeting: 

“This adds up to a major dis- 
aster because of the wide area 
involved and because of the in- 
tensity of agricultural destruc- 
tion. The outlook.. . for the 
next 12 months is very, very dis- 
tressing. It is a major blow, to 
the total of national agricultural 
production.” 

This blow threatens to set back 
a thriving young livestock indus- 
try. which, in a few years, has be- 
come a major source of income 
for Southern farmers.

By example, 
it has introduced a way of life and an im- 
pressive number of modern western methods 
that are producing an impact on its neigh- 
bors. Jordanians and Syrians are discover- 
ing that it is possible to irrigate dry fields, 
to replace mud huts with concrete houses, to 
build canning factories and introduce in- 
dustry into an area that has been feudal 
since Biblical days. 


The effendi ahd pasha class in Syria and 
Egypt and Iraq are disturbed about this new 
way of life that would give education and 
hospitalization to the workers in the fields. 
It is going to cost them money and they do 
not like it. 


Israel’s impact is destined to grow in im- 
portance in the coming years. And the Arab 
demand for another war will also increase. 

Gen.. Naguib’s rise to power in Egypt has 
put the Israelis on their guard. Naguib was 
a hero of the Palestine war and has set out 
to jail those palace grafters who sold faulty 
army supplies to those fighting in Palestine. 
Gen. Naguib’s intensely nationalist colleagues 
are the group that has kept alive the idea of 
a “second round” against Israel.

THE UNITED STATES, a johnny-come- 
lately and an innocent bystander to most of 
the historical’ hatreds of the Middle East, 
finds itself in a difficult, if not impossible, 
situation. We have been forced to make

choices that would prove costly either way 
we went. 


‘In Iran, we chose to support the British 
and refused to touch “stolen” oil. 

In Egypt, we backed Britain in keeping 
its army in the Suez Canal Zone until 
an international force might take over. 

In Morocco, we have voted with France 
to prevent an investigation of colonial ad- 
ministration. We have done the same in 
Tunisia despite tremendous pressure from 
the 13 Arab-Asian countries in the United 
Nations. 


We have supported Britain and France 
realizing that to desert them now probably 
would turn them. against our rearmament 
efforts through the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization. France has put us on notice to 
that effect although Britain has never gone 
that far. 


Through these decisions, we have kept 
NATO alive and have for all practical pur- 
poses lost the Middle East. 


Had the United States taken the side of the 
Arab states, as our ideologies of freedom and 
independence dictated, we probably would 
have lost most of the support of Europe. 

We might have the Arab Moslem states 
with us but the question is always raised 

concerning what real backing they would give 
us in a head-on collision with the Soviet 
Union, Even the most enthusiastic backers 
of the Arab states agree that we could expect 
little effective help from the Arab world. It 
has been centuries since the crescent and the 
scimiter commanded military. respect. 

We have tried futilely, to make up for our 
Middle East deficiencies by tossing out a few 
millions in economic aid, exchange professor- 
ships and a sprinkling of Point IV money. 

Uncle Sam’s performance in the Middle 
East is sometimes described this way: 

Joe Stalin is pictured as the conductor of 
a great symphony orchestra, commanding 
more volume from the Polish woodwind sec- 
tion, getting the Czech oboes to come in at 
the right time and the Bulgarian timpani to 
hit it properly. 

And in the middle of this symphony per- 
formance, the Middle East story goes, a 
man enters the concert hall and comes 
down the middle aisle barking in a nasal 
voice: 

“Pop corn. Peanuts. Point IV.” 

This is an unfair story because Point IV is 
more important than that. But it is repeated 
by those who have little good to say for us. 

At the moment, the United States des- 
perately needs a new approach to the whole 
Middle East problem. It needs to get away 
from the idea that it must make a.choice 
between the colonial powers and the Arabs. 

New thinking and new vision on the sub- 
ject are needed. A formula rising above the 
bitterness of the present, a welding together 
of all of our allies is a dire necessity, if the 
Middle East is to survive free. 

The British and the Iranians, the French 
and their colonials, along with the Egyptians 
and the Syrians must be brought under the 
same desert tent. Our Moslem friends must 
be made to see that their potential enemy is 
no longer the beef eater of Britain but the 
Mongol aggressor from the north. 

Bertrand Russell pointed out in a recent 
interview that ‘as Asia and Africa become 
literate their resentment: against our high 
living standards is going to increase. 

Something approaching economic equal- 
ity in the world is becoming an evolu- 
tionary necessity if we are to keep it from 
becoming a revolutionary fact. We must 
preach freedom of opportunity and dé- 
mocracy to these people and we must prac- 
tice it ourselves. 


' The present situation appears barren. But 
our Arab friends are watching our elections 
with the hope that we will find a new Presi- 
dent with a program rising above the ruts 
and mire of today’s situation. Such a plan 
could make a Middle East defense command 
a reality as an essential bulwark against 
Communist pressure in this unhappy part of

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| Democratic, Republican Views Compared 


Though Party Platform Asks 


He Favors Amendments, 
and Possibly a New Name.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2. 


GAIN this year, the Democratic and 
Republican platforms contain con- 


Hartley Labor. Relations Act, and as in 
1948, the real intent of the parties will 
be expressed by their presidential candi- 
dates and their members in Congress. 

By public record, Gov. Stevenson, the 
Democratic nominee, and Gen. Eisenhower, 
the Republican nominee, are closer in agree- 
ment on the need of amending or modifying 
the law than their platform writers. 

President Truman was responsible for 
the blunt demand for repeal in the 1948 
and 1952 Democratic platforms. Senator 
Robert A. Taft of Ohio was primarily re- 
sponsible for the Republican planks advo- 
cating amendment, 

He got such legislation through the Senate 
but the union-dominated House Labor Com- 
mittee pigeonholed it, Administration efforts 
for repeal were beaten down by a coalition 
of “conservatives” from both parties. 

Indication of what is likely to happen in 
the way of amendment—if any—was Steven- 
son's statement at a press conference this 
week that “maybe it is better to remove the 
symbol of the Taft-Hartley name. The end 
objective is what’s important rather than the 
method by which it is attained,” 

This «appeared to mean.that he favored 
amendments sufficiently important. to war- 
rant substitution of other names for those of 
Senator Taft and former Representative Fred 
A. Hariley Jr., of New Jersey, sponsors of 
the original law. 

If the Republicans win the Senate, how- 
ever, Taft’s name is likely to be on such new 
legislation because he will be the chairman of 
the Labor and Public Welfare Committee. 
which handles it. 


Neither presidential candidate, as yet, 


ments he has in mind. Organized labor 
leaders have insisted that the act be 
stripped of its injunctive procedures, the 
ban on the closed shop and the provisions 
relating to secondary boycotts which unicns 
say prohibit the right of peaceful picketing. 
The Taft amendments proposed in 1949 
would have reduced the “cooling off” pe- 
riod from 80 to 60 days and provided tem- 
porary seizure authority. Taft also would 
have stricken out the provision that says 
that men on strike cannot vote in plant 
elections and the blanket prohibition 
against all secondary boycotts. The other 
amendments were mostly technical.

AS IN 1948, the 1952 Democratic platform 
calls for “repeal” of the statute, arguing that 
it “has been proved to be inadequate, un- 
workable and unfair” and that it “interferes 
in an arbitrary manner with collective bar- 
gaining, tipping the scales in favor of man- 
agement against labor.” 


Neither the 1948 nor the 1952 planks speci- 
fied what the Democrats propose to substi- 
tute for the law on the books. In a separate 
paragraph this year, however, there seemed 
to be a compromise with the “conservatives” 
in these vague words: 

“In keeping with the progress of the times, 
and based on experience, a new legislative 
approach toward the entire labor-manage- 
ment problem should be explored.” | 
, The 1948 Republican platform did not men- 
tion the names of Taft and Hartley. It said 
that we (the Republicans) “pledge continuing 
study to improve labor-management relations 
in, the light of experience and changing 
times.” 

This year’s platform is more explicit: 
-*“We urge the adoption of such amend- 
tments to the Taft-Hartley Act as time and 
experience show to be desirable, and which 
further protect the rights of labor, man- 
agement and the public. We condemn the 
President’s seizure of plants and industries 
to force the settlement of labor disputes by 
claims of inherent constitutional powers.” 

Stevenson is on record for “modification” 
of the law rather than outright repeal. 


In an authorized interview published last 
April.and again in the current issue of. U.S. 
News and World Report, he was asked wheth- 
er he favored repeal or modification of the 
statute. He replied as follows: 

' “] am this much of an expert on the 
Taft-Hartley Law: I know that anyone who 
says flatly that he is either for or against 
that law is indulging our common weakness 
for over-simplification. The law comprises 
over 100 sections, and it deals with a vast 
and varying range of matters affecting la- 
ber relations, If those issues are consid- 
ered one by one, as they must be, I do not 
believe that there is any single representa- 
tive group of people who will be unanimous 
in their views on all. 


“That is certainly the way I feel, about it. 
Some features of the law seem to me to ad- 
vance the cause of good labor relations, and

_ EISENHOWER has been even vaguer and 
at times evasive on the subject. At a press 


“ feonference in Chicago béfore his nomination 


when asked whether he would have “new | 
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labor-management acts,” he replied: 

“I have expressed my views on some of 
these details time and again—not here. We 
are almost right into the convention, I don’t 
believe it is time to try to explain further. 
I. believe once this convention has made its 
decisions, then it becomes the job of who- 
ever is the slate of leaders to carry on with 
the program laid out by the Republican party 
and that will be the job. I think there is no 
further use of me talking about it.” 

A month before, at an Abilene (Kan.) press 
conference, he had been asked about labor 
legislation, particularly the Taft-Hartley Act 
and had replied: 

“Again when you say ‘“Taft-Hartley Act’ 
you are talking about an omnibus bill with 
many things. I honestly believe, and all of 
us know, that we cannot make legislation 
that can compel people to work. That's regi- 
mentation. We have got to find a way, a 
means, of respecting the advances that labor 
has made—union. labor has made—and 
they’ve been very great because right in this 
town, gentlemen, from which I went to West 
Point, my work week was 84 hours a week, 
when I went to West Point, and that's a 
rather long week in these days. 

“Now, I believe in their advance. We 
should not give up these social gains. But 
I do believe when we just pile law upon 
law, complication upon complication, in an 
effort to solve this thing we are not doing 
too well. I believe we’ve got to get some 
decent concern for the United States of 
American instead of—the point I was try- 
ing to make—one special part. 

“How cafi labor prosper unless the farmer 
and the investors and all the rest prosper? 
How can they prosper unless labor prospers? 
It’s impossible. We've got to find some way 
of bringing these people together with no-one 
feeling that he’s being led unfairly, or you 
might say unjustly, into a hearing, that they 
meet there as equals. And we've got to work 
on it like dogs.” 

Other records of Elsenhower’s views are 
equally general. At a press conference at 
Gettysburg, Pa., in June, he observed that 
the Taft-Hartley Law “has a better climate 
than ever before but it needs amendment” 
and the New York Herald Tribune the same 
month quoted him as criticizing the steel 
plant seizure and saying that he would favor 
the use of the Taft-Hartley Act if he had 
to do it. 

This spring the U.S. News and World Re- 
port printed an interview Eisenhower had 
granted David Lawrence, its editor, in Janu- 
ary, 1950; when Eisenhower was the active 
head of Columbia University in New York. 

Lawrence prefaced his question wit the 
observation that labor-management relations 
were the most controversial subject in the 
United States and asked whether Eisenhower 
thought “we have gone too far in imposing 
restrictions on labor unions and on employ- 
ers.” To which Eisenhower replied: 

“With most men, in both management 
and labor, I think this whole question is 
again one of human relations. It is diffi- 
cult to set up by law a formula that will 
make people work together. Laws are 
necessary to correct abuses and to estab- 
lish practical approaches. But if we are 
going to have satisfactory relations between 
labor and management, there must be sin- 
cerity on both sides and a willingness to 
make laws effective. It’s just like the 
writing of any private contract, If there’s 
good faith on both sides, you can make 
any contract work. If there’s bad faith, 
you will find people looking for loopholes 
and quibbling about what the contract. 
means, ... 

“There are elements in America, of course, 
that want to provoke labor and management 
into more and more conflicts. We must be 
on our guard against subversive elements 
that abuse the laws and customs of our coun- 
try.”

SINCE THE SUPREME COURT has de- 
clared that the Chief Executive and Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the armed services has no 
“inherent” powers to seize a plant or an in- 
dustry even when the national safety is 
threatened, statutory authority for seizures is 
urgeht. If it is to be effective, it should pro- 
vide for real seizure, not the “run up the 
American flag” type, that kept the railroads 
under nominal government control for two 
years with no change in working conditions, 

Republican Senator Wayne Morse of Ore- 
gon has sponsored such legislation in the last 
Congress and more will be heard about it in 
the next. Nevertheless, Congress has been 
reluctant to vote seizure powers except under 
complicated procedures, such as the existing 
Selective Service Act, which requires the 
Government to have direct contracts with the 
se companies, In the past, this has meant 
that the Government was forced, at times, 
to use legal fictions to attain its ends. 


In 1949—before Korea—the Senate ap- 
proved a proposal by Senator Taft for 60-day 
injunctions or 60-day token seizures. It was 
part of the legislation that was bottled up in 
the House. . 

Under the Taft proposal, the President, on 
finding that a strike imperiled the national 
‘health or safety, would issue a proclamation 
and appoint an emergency board to report 
within 30 days. 

At any time after the proclamation, the 
President could ask for an injunction forbid- 
ding the strike or leckout, or for authority to 
seize the industry, or both. Neither the in- 
junction nor the seizure could last for more 
than 60 days after the proclamation. 

If the strike or lockout occurred after the 
report of the emergency board, the President 
could refer the dispute to Congress for “ap- 
propriate action.” That meant that if Con- 
gress was not meeting, he would have to call 
it into special session. 

The Taft proposal would have relied partly 
on injunctions, which are union labor’s prime 
targets. Labor’s opposition was evident in 
this year’s Democratic platform which said: 

“The Taft-Hartley Act has revived the in- 
junctions as a weapon against labor in in- 
dustrial relations.” 


The Democratic plank did not indicate 
what kind of seizure law would be acceptable 


by the party and its labor followers. It said: 
“We deplore the fact that the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act provides an inadequate and unfair 
means of meeting with national emergency 
situations. We advocate legislation that will 
enable the President to deal fairly and 
effectively with cases where a breakdown 
in collective bargaining seriously threatens 
the national safety or welfare.” 


The 1952 Republican plank omitted a sen- 
tence that appeased in the 1948 platform, to 
which many Republicans still subscribe. That 
sentence read: 

“Collective bargaining is an obligation as 
well as a right, applying equally to workers 
and employers; and the fundamental right to 
strike is subordinate only to paramount con- 
siderations of public health and safety.” 
From this sentence it would appear that 
many Republicans would support legislation 
restricting strikes and lookouts in defense 
and defense related industries. Compulsory 
arbitration has been-suggested as one means 
toward this end but it is opposed by both 
management and labor. 

Whether the Taft-Hartley Act will be re- 
pealed, amended or let stand will of course 
depend on the make-up of the Eighty- 
third Congress, 

Only an overwhelming Democratic victory, 
with organized labor the decisive factor,

‘|could bring about “repeal,” and even that 


would mean a retention of much of the pres- 
ent legislation because it includes much of 
the old Wagner Act, which labor regards as 
its Magna Charta. | 

The next Congress, however, is likely to 
be of about the same complexion as the 
Eighty-second, which a coalition of Repub- 
licans and “conservative” Democrats con- 
trolled. on most domestic issues. 

The labor I@aders did not increase their 
power and prestige at either Chicago con- 
vention. The temper of the “conservative” 
South was demonstrated when Sen&tor Rich- 
ard B. Russell of Georgia lost the open sup- 
port of the Virginia delegation when he came 
out for a substitute for the Taft-trartie> 
Law. ‘This was interpreted as a demand fo. 
“repeal,” which Russell quickly denied. 

The treatment of Vice President Barkley 
by George M. Harrison, president of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Clerks and vice 
president of the AFL, and Jack Kroll, direc- 
tor of the CIO Political Action Committee, 
probably weakened labor’s influence with 
many members of Congress. Their ingrati- 


‘tude. to a man who had fought organized 


labor’s battles for more than three decades 
instinctively raised the question in the minds 
of other legislators whether they too might 


not be cast aside after their usefulness to 


labor’s cause was diminishing. 

Barkley’s _castigation of “certain self- 

appointed political labor leaders” brought 
apologies from the highest AFL and 

CIO officers, but the harm had been done. 


Unless much more sentiment develops dur- 


‘ing the campaign for “repeal” or amendment 


of the existing law, the Harrison-Kroll action. 
may have been just enough to convince legis- 
Jators that the statute does not require im- 
‘mediate, substantial change.

Britain Ratifies 

Britain has now joined the United States in 
ratifying the Westérn European defense pacts. 
The Labor opposition which had demanded an- 
other four-power conference before proceeding 
with the rearmament of Western Germany gave 
way, in the end, to Foreign Seé¢retary Eden's 
persuasive argument that ratification of the 
pacts would be more likely to promote fruitful 
negotiation with Russia than failure to ratify. 


The same argument may be expected to carry 
weight in France and Western Germany when 
their parliaments take up the pacts for final 
action. Yet it would be a mistake to suppose 
that ratification will in itself dispose of the 
German problem. From the signing of papers to 
the actual achievement of a unified European 
defense force including German ynits is a long 
step, not to be achieved overnight. 


Meanwhile American policy is deeply affected 
by the presidential cafmpaign and the prospect 
that a new Administration, which will need time 
to get its feet on the ground, will come into 
power next January.

A Roman wars were im- 
perfectly or strictly limited, for 
political reasons, to defense of the 
territory. Roman armies in this 
‘period varied from 300,000 to 
500,000 men. 

In medieval times up until 

about the year 1500 war was 

limited by the military 
structure of the time. The mass 
of population was of no value as 
soldiers against armored knights, 
and armor cost too much to have 
an armed population. National- 
*« ism and “patriotism were almost 
nonexistent in the mass of the 
population and the idea of a na- 
tion in arms had not been con- 
ceived. 

The religious wars of the Fif- 
teenth. century were almost un- 
limited. For the first time whole 
populations were imbued with a 
eause to fight for. The destruc- 
tion caused by the Thirty Years 
War exceeded anything else in 
European history. More than a 
third of the population of the 
German states died: Cannibalism 
was frequent; the bodies of con- 
demned criminals were eaten. 
Prisoners were killed for food. 

From about 1650 to the time 
of Napoleon, and his invention 
of conscript armies, wars were 
strictly limited. Professional 
armies were the rule. Kings and 
emperors depended upon armies 
to maintain their position. Hence, 
an army in being was essential 
to.the maintenance of the ruler 
in power “and it was not risked. 
It was better to give up a fortress 
‘ora province than to lose an 


army. | 
Like Games of Chess. 

Many wars of that era eae 
more like games of chess an 
war. Armies meneuvered inter- 
minably. When finally trapped at 
a disadvantage, the ruler was as 
likely to make peace as to give 
battle. Marshal de Saxe said a 
clever general could wage war as 
long as he lived without being 
compelled to battle. 

But with Napoleon and democ- 
racy, with wide education and 
nationalism, arose the doctrine of 
the nation in arms, the armed 
horde. 

Previously, Frederick of Prus- 
sia had added to his regular vol- 
unteer forces in time of war 
by. conscription, but Napolean 
evolved the principle of national 
conscription to fill his armies. To 
substitute for -the competence 
and professional pride of long- 
term professionals, it was neces- 
sary to imbue the conscripts with 
patriotism, hero worship of the 
leader and faith in a cause. 

The same methods are in use 
today. The unlimited type of war 
started by Napoleon reached its 
fruition in World Wars I and II, 
which were continued to the ulti- 
mate: of exhaustion and destruc- 
tion. 
The same science which has 
increased production of goods, in- 
vented mechanical transportation 
and provided for human welli- 
being has also made it possible 
to maintain armies of millions 
‘for periods of years. In other 
dimes small armies lived on the 
country or were supplied from 
‘ depots. Today millions of men 
can. be put in the field and be 
continuously supplied by rail and 
motor and can be more accurate- 
ly managed by radio from a dis- 
tant capital than they could for- 
merly by a general on the 

nd. 

Democracy, nationalism or pa- 
triotism, and science have com- 
bined to prepare the way for 
unlimited war more destructive 
thah any wars in the histdry of 
mankind. 

-~ Limited by Statesmen. 

After the exhaustion of the 


in Korea, which much of the American public find @ frustrat- 


wars which followed were limited 
by political considerations. The 
means to wage unlimited war had 
been developed, but statesmen 
had learned from Napoleon. 

The Crimean war of 1854-55 
was nced by a Russian at- 
‘tack on Turkey. France and 
Great Britain intervened and in- 


| vaded the Crimea to preserve the 


territorial integrity of Turkey. 
When this had been accomplished, 
peace was made. If the war had 
been unlimited, the destruction 
of Russia would have been sought. 

‘The Franco-Austrian war of 


|'|1859 lasted from late April to 


early July. The French attempted 
to drive the Austridns from Italy 
while Austria fought to hold its 
Italian provinces. The armies of 
Emperor Francis Joseph were 
beaten but not destroyed. The 
Emperor could have continued the 
war, but instead he made peace, 
saying: “I have lost a battle, I 
pay with a province.” 

The Austro-Prussian war of 
1866 lasted seven weeks. The 
Prussian objective was to gain 
political domination over the Ger- 
man states. Bismarck did not 
want to destroy the Hapsburg 
monarchy. In spite of the Prus- 
sian king, he made a peace which 
did not humiliate the Austrians 
and which led to the later re- 
newed friendship of Austria and 
Germany. ; 

Popular Passions Disregarded. 

In. these wars between non- 
democratic states, popular pas- 
sions could be disregarded by the 
rulers and it was possible to make 
peace without popular agreement. 

The war of 1870 between 
France and Prussia again was a 
war of limited objectives. On the 
German side, the object was the 
unification of the German states. 
This was achieved through the de- 
feat of France, the principle ob- 
stacle to German ambition. The 
price exacted of France for her 
defeat was the two provinces of 
Alsace and Lorraine, the typical 
price for lost campaigns of earlier 
times. As a result of the compar- 
ative magnanimity of the. peace 


terms, it was 44 years before an- 
other Franco-German war too 


place. , 

Our own Spanish-American war, 
was another example of a war 
with a limited objective — the 
freedom of Cuba and possession 
of Puerto Rico as a Caribbean 
base.

This is an honorable and 
legitimate objective and has been 
substantialy accomplished. We are 
inclined to forget that the Com- 
munists have failed to gain their 
objective while we have gained 
ours.

to Korea, and‘ the Communists 
have limited their air war to North 
Korea to prevent retaliation in 
Manchuria and extension of the 
war. We have limited it militarily 
by not using our most powerful 
weapons— atomic bombs, poison 
gas or biologicals. 

The limitations which we have 
observed are acts of statesman- 
ship and of good sense, To expand 
the war into an unlimited war on 
the continent of Asia would be an 
act of irresponsibility. 

The fact that another world war 
has not been started in the past 
few years gives rise to hope that 
the awful destructiveness of un- 
limited World War II may have 
convinced the Soviet rulers. that 
no one wins an unlimited war, just 
as European rulers learned after 
the unlimited Napoleonic wars. 

We may be in for a series of 
limited wars, such as Korea and 
.Greece, in the next 20 years. It

Communist ideology has a power- 
ful appeal for left-wing profes- 
sors, students, writers and artists. 

Opposition to Rearmament. 


There is nothing new about this 
in Japan since Marxism has al- 
ways been a popular subject with 
soul-searching: Japanese Liberals, 
but, unlike their western coun- 
terparts, the Japanese Marxists 
have yet to suffer the pangs of 
disillusionment. 


Another thing that makes this 
group spiritual, if not political, 
kin of the Communists is their 
opposition to rearmament and al- 
most everything else of Ameri- 
can inspiration in Japan, Good 
works of the occupation are mini- 
mized, bad works exaggerated.

Some effort is being made 
to restore to the Emperor some of 
his former power and glory, but 
it is extremely doubtful that this 
movement will be successful. 


Despite their numbers, most of 
the Rightist organizations are 
still ineffectual. Their activities 
are limited mainly to the print- 
ing of leaflets and get-togethers 
of once influential tired old men. 

In addition to being short on 
money, they are short on ideas. 

The future of the rightist move- 
ment depends, many observers 
feel, on how well the Japanese 
government is able to cope with 
the Communists. If the Commu- 
nists should appear to be getting 
the upper hand, as seems unlike- 
ly, the Rightists can be expected 
to grow: but if the government is 
successful in putting down the 
Communists, which means it will 
have to help improve the living 
standards of the average Jap- 
anese, the Right wing will be 
deprived of one of its main rea- 
sons for existing.

reason for a quarrel except per- 
haps vague rage at the tortur- 
ing clutter of existence itself. 
The deadweight Anna carries 
is a guilt complex over wrongs 
she imagines she has perpetrat- 


ed—from such inconsequential-\ 


ities as vomiting in childhood 
on a costly carpet to later sup- 
posedly causing the death of a 
young flyer who lost control of 
his plane while buzzing her 
home. She is the increasingly 
common figure of the female 
psychopath, restless and unhap- 
py but achieving some content- 
ment when she can make oth- 
ers miserable. 

It is a tribute to this young 
English novelist that some read- 
ers of his book may disagree 
with the foregoing analysis of 
Anna. This is because, using a 
kind of “super” realism, he 
presents her as if in the flesh 
and she thus becomes like any 
intellectually inclined girl of 
our day: puzzling, troubled, 
evasive, open to a variety of 
interpretations. 


This novel flaunts a num- 
ber of stylistic ghosts and 
youthful ineptitudes in the 
slow-moving earlier chapters. 
It is not a great novel and will 
not be a popular one. Yet it 
has significance because as 
previously mentioned it is a 
signpost on the road of trend. 
It presents a number of subtle

‘they, and the nation may de- 
cide about his qualifications for 
the highest office, it is still a 
net gain for all of us that he 
makes such a discriminating 
use of the language. 
At one point in his welcom- 
ing speech he said: 
“For almost a week pompous 
phrases marched over this land- 
scape in search of an idea and 


the only idea they found was. 


that the two great decades of 
progress in peace, victory and 
war and bold leadership in this 
anxious hour, were the misbe- 
gotten spawn of bungling, cor- 
ruption, socialism, mismanage- 
ment, waste and worse.

When “Murder in the Ca- 
thedral” was presented.at the 
Mercury Theatre in London 
later on in the same year as its

OLLYWOOD could_ well 
Hoare written the scenario 
for the meeting, wooing, 
and wedding of Jane Welsh and 
Thomas Carlyle, Few of the 
world’s famous couples have 
been so ill-matched in station, 
temperament, ambition, even 
physical peculiarities. Well-born 
Jane was “spoilt and preco- 
cious, gregarious, popular’’—so 
much the last that her watchful 
mother, who envisioned a bril- 
liant marriage for the brilliant 
girl, “was afraid that she would 
commit some indiscretiort.” 
Carlyle came from a pious, 
crowded, frugal, taciturn, Cal- 
vinistically stern household, 
where ‘“gaiety was unknown, 
pleasure a sin, and happiness a 
state to be shunned.” He was 
the antithesis of graceful, flirta- 
tious, self-possessed Jane Welsh, 
When they met (1821), outward 
pessimism had already become 
second nature to him, and his 
lifelong dyspepsia was begin- 
ning its torments. 
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UT Jane was what he needed 
Be women: the elegance and 
good birth denied him, anda 


lively intelligence to comple-_ 


ment his own-magnificent mind, 
To Jane he looked like a genius 
and sounded like a prophet: as 
a talker he was superb, and as 
a listener, “she was miraculous.”

The strike would. affect about 
14,000 other rail workers in the 
busy area east of Buffalo. 

A strike would affect some of 
the Central’s key routes, such as 
the main line link between New 
York and Chicago. But its effects 
would be somewhat diminished by 
the fact other railroads serve 
much of the same area and have 
direct lines between the two cities.

HIGHER ALUMINUM PRICES 


NEW YORK, Aug. . 2 (AP)—Higher 
aluminum prices ate on the way, the ban 
on private imports of tin has been re- 
moved, and allocations of domestic copper 
have been trimmed in anticipation of lower 
production this month. 

That's how the nonferrous metals pic- 
ture shaped up this week, with demand 
for lead holding about unchanged and 
the zinc market showing a little more 
activity now that the steel industry 
getting back into its stride.

the wonder is that our plants look 
as well as they do. 

Shrubs and flowers that were 
improperly planted, or poorly lo- 
cated have suffered most. One of 
the sorriest plantings that I have 
seen was a long, long row of dead 
pieris and yews. Each of these 
evergreens had been set in the 
smallest possible hole cut out of 
thick sod. The “plants had re- 
ceived scant attention, and the 
result was almost 100 per cent 
mortality. Chances are that most 
of them would have survived if 
they had been provided a deep, 
organic-rich bed with a heavy sur- 
face mulch to provide insulation. 

Perennials Not Happy. 

Home owners who have re- 
placed junipers and spireas with 
yews and broad-leaved evergreens 
must be reconciled to giving their 
new plantings a little extra pam- 
pering. Proper soil preparation, 
mulching, and feeding will help a 
lot. Thees plants must also be 
watered, if at all possible, during 
periods of drouth. Thorough, deep 
irrigation is to be preferred, but 
even a small amount of water 
helps prevent fatal wilting.

The postwar housing boom is 
waning and home production in 
the next few years likely will be 
somewhat less than the more than 
a 1,000,000-unit yearly pace since 
1950, according to Ben H. Hazen, 
president of the United States 
Savings & Loan League. 

Hazen emphasized that the na- 
tion’s housing output during the 
last three years has been run-

ning about twice the rate of pop- | 
ulation growth, and that the ratio | 


| of vacancies, while not now ex- 
| cessive, needs to be watched, 


“It will be well for us if 1952 
is the last 1,000,000-unit year for 
a while,” said Hazen in an ad- 
dress before the Stanford Uni- 
versity Business Conference, “We 
do not want to repeat the mis- 


| takes of over-production in hous- 


ing made in 192%, 1928 and 
1929.” 

The league president took issue 
with the opinions expressed by 
what he called “some experts” 
that slum clearance requirements, 
the replacement of obsolescent 
homes and the needs of a grow- 
ing population justify a con- 


tinued housing output of at least | 


a 1,000,000 units annually. 
Scarcity Premium Gone. 


“I doubt this and believe that 
the figure is at least 15 to 20 
per cent less, more probably 25 
per cent less,” said Hazen, 

In support of this position, 
Hazen pointed to the fact that the 
bulk of present American homes 
are relatively new. He said also 
that the high point of new mar- 
riages has been passed for a 
time, because our 20 to 30-year- 
olds of the next few years will be 
the 1930 crop of babies “and 
they were less in number than 
the crop of the 1920s.” 

In discussing the' housing out- 
look for the next several years, 
Hazen also predicted: 

1, The “scarcity value” of hous- 
ing, which has already disap- 
peared in many places, will vanish 
entirely and this will have an 
impact upon sales values. 

2. Because the housing short- 
age is largely a thing of the past, 
probably only defense areas will 
continue to hold to their present 
high volume of‘ construction. 

3. A decline in housing produc- 
tion will not of itself bring lower 
construction costs ‘because the 
slack likely will be taken up by 
defense work and projects. 

4. Except for extremely high- 
percentage loans, no home financ- 
ing problem of any major impor- 
tance is anticipated. 

5. Opposition to the _Govern- 
ment’s subsidized housing pro- 
gram, as measured in public 
referenda, can be expected to 
mount, 

Free Home for All. 


However, Hazen warned against 
underestimating the force of the 
public housing movement or its 
backing by the present national 
administration, and added: 

“Its proponents genuinely be- 
lieve that. the Government owes 
a modern dwelling to every citi- 
zen who cannot or does not afford 
one for himself. They have pro- 
gressed from a belief in slum 
clearance to proposals for sub- 
sidizing not only the low income 
groups, but the middle income 
families as well. 

“The promotion comes from 
zealots for social reform at tax- 
payer expense, and from an ably 
organized and functioning associa- 
tion of housing officials, collect- 
ing finances from federal hous- 
ing employes and from business 
firms who profit from public 
housing construction.” 

Hazen declared ‘that = late-

The buntings like best the 
fencerows along country roads where they grow so tame you 
can approach within a half-dozen feet of them.

The Story of How Our Leading Scientists, 
‘Convinced That Germany | Was Far Ahead i 

Its Work on Deadly: Wea pon, Engaged in Nuclear 
Race Which Ended on a h Pena Comic Note

HERE were you. on New 
Year’s Eve 1943? You may 
want to remember. now. It 
was the night when Hitler was 
cece to drop his first atomic 


bo 

It was td be the tragic climax 
of the world’s first atomic race, 
@ secret war whose ‘undeclared 
existence was unsuspected by the 


known to anyone «but President 
Roosevelt, his top advisers and a 
tiny band of scientists sworn to 
secrecy. It was a silent war of 
the laboratories and to our best- 
qualified nuclear physicists it 
looked as if the Nazis might win 
it, perhaps achieving their dream 
of world Gomination. 

This is the still almost unknown 
story of that phantom war. It ex- 
plains the most elusive mystery 
of World War II: why Hitler 
didn’t drop the atom bomb. 

“We had figured, knowing the 
way Hitler did everything else, 
that it would be around Christmas 
1943,” Dr. Norman Hilberry, now 
deputy director of the Atomic 
Energy Commission’s Argonne Na- 
tional Laboratory, told me the 
other day. “I didn’t go to bed 
Christmas Eve until I knew it was 
daylight in England. 

“Then I was sure it was going 
to be New Year’s. I was sitting 
up with my wife early in the 
morning in our Chicago apart- 
ment. She’s a physicist, too, but 
I hadn’t been able to tell her any- 
thing about this. Our phone was 
at the end of along hall. Just as 
I stood up to go to bed, it rang. 
I never crossed a hall so fast. It 
never occurred to me that this 
wasn’t it. 

“I got to the phone and picked 
it up. There was a long silence. 
Then a voice said: ‘Happy New 
Year!’ When I got back to the 
living room, my wife said: ‘That 
wasn’t the call you were expect- 
ing was it, dear?’” 

The call Dr. Hilberry was ex- 
pecting would have informed him 
that the-Germans had hit our in- 
vasion troops in England with an 
A-bomb or at least with danger- 
ous radioactive materials. It 
would have meant getting togeth- 
er a team of scientists, who had 
been standing by for weeks, to 
leave for. England aboard planes 
alerted by the Air Force and 
waiting at the Chicago airport. 
Using Geiger counters and other 
instruments, already shipped 
overseas under the cloak of se- 
crecy, these experts would have 
advised the military of the ex- 
tent of the danger and what to do 
about it. 


“T had in my head a list of 
names of the folks that were to 
go,” Dr. Hilberry said. “They 
knew the game, so you couldn't 
get a fake alarm. The medical 
units with the troops had been 
asked to report any fogging of 
their X-ray films. That’s just as 
good as any film badge for spot- 
ting unusual radioactivity, but if 
the German spy work had been 
good they could have scattered a 
lot of radium around and given 
us a terrific scare.”

ASKED how America’s first 
defenders from atomic warfare 
were told of their potential as- 
signment. 

“T just took them into a cor- 
ner, one by one,” Dr. Hilberry 
said, “and I told them: ‘In case 
the trouble does happen, have 
you got any long underwear ou 
can take along?’ Everybody knew 
what you meant.” 

By “everybody,” Dr, Hilberry 
was referring to what was prob- 
ably the smallest, most close- 
mouthed band that ever harbored 
an epoch-making secret: the scien- 
tists at the University of Chi- 


cago’s Atomic Metallurgical Proj-

ect, the men who made our atom 
bomb a fact. They wére the sol- 
diers in our secret atom war with 
Hitler. 

Now, almost 10 years later, they 
remain reluctant to talk about it. 
Some phases of the atomic race 
still are classified “top secret” 
although it turned out to be a 
one-sided competition with a 
comic opera ending. 

But in 1942 and 1943, it seemed 


like a desperate struggle, more¢ S 


frightening even than the atomic 
race against the Russians today. 

“There’s one difference be- 
tween then and now,” Dr. Hil- 
berry said as we sat in the con- 
ference room at the security-con- 
scious Argonne laboratory outside 
Chicago. “Now one can feel fairly 
confident that we have a lead 
that’d be pretty hard to catch up 
with. It’s a cold war, a, continuing 
toothache, not an eet tay The 
other was an absol 
gency.”

UR nuclear physicists, work- 

ing feverishing toward the 

bomb, knew it. Just before 
the war, they had watched one 
previously friendly German lab- 
oratory after another close its 
door to American visitors. Piles 
of graphite, an important aid in 
making an atomic pile, were 
stacked about these newly for- 
bidden places. There were rumors 


of German researchers being» 


killed by atomic explosives, 

Hints came of the impending 
V-1 and V-2 rockets and our 
scientists felt. certain that these 
could carry atomic . warheads. 
Aerial observers brought back re- 
ports of .strange, fiercely pro- 
tected structures rising in France. 
They turned out to be rocket 
launchers, but for a while it was 
feared that they were nuclear 
reactors. 


The apprehension among the 
physicists in Chicago was such 
that several of them hesitated be- 
fore allowing themselves to be 
finger-printed by the FBI. They 
were afraid that we might lose 
the war—or win it only after a 
fierce struggle on our own ilk 
and didn’t care to have their 
names on file as A-bomb experts. 

“I didn’t want to be finger- 
printed because if things came to 
the -worst it would make it easier 
for the enemy to catch you,” Dr. 
Eugene P. Wigner told me. Dr. 
Wigner, now a physicist at Prince- 
ton University, was one of the 
four men, who first alerted Roose- 
velt to the possibility of an 

A-bomb. Albert Einstein was an- 
other.

Was this fear of possible Ger- 
man atomic superiority just fool- 
ish personal fright? Not at all, 
says Dr. Arthur H. Compton, now 
chancellor of Washington Univer- 
sity and then director of the Chi- 
cago project and boss of Drs. 
Wigner and Hilberry. 

“The real reason for going 
ahead with the atom bomb was 
the fear that the Germans would 
beat us to it and snatch victory 
from our hands,” Dr, Compton 
told me. “President Roosevelt 
would not have okayed it other- 
wise. I knew they were ahead 
of us as we started. They had 
organized work looking toward an 
atomic chain reaction with war 
intent in the summer of 1939. 
There were reported to be about 
50 scientists, a sizable enter- 
prise. That was as many as we 
had in the autumn of 1941. 

“In the spring of 1943 we got 
word that they knew how to make 
the chain reaction. It turned out 
they never did, but letters I saw 
from a Swiss source made it clear 
they knew how to do it by Janu- 
ary 1943, 

“That meant they were going 
ahead. I thought they were a 
pretty long way from a bomb, but 
I was concerned about a radio-

N Dec. 2, 1942, under the Uni- 
() versity of Chicago’s stadium, 

Dr. Enrico Fermi produced the 
first chain reaction. There was no 
doubt now that the bomb was 
possible. There was little doubt, 
either, that the Germans were 
making it, too. Our scientists 
thought they might have one by 
1943, but the year went by and 
nothing happened. By 1944, prior 
to the Normandy invasion, ten- 
sion mounted to its peak. Again 
nothing happened. 

It was then that Maj. Gen. 
Leslie R. Groves, military boss of 
the wartime atom bomb makers, 
asked the War ment to dis- 
patch to the Continent a top se- 
cret mission of scientists who 
would follow our front-line sol- 
diers to the German experimental 
stations and discover at first hand 
what manner*of menace the Nazi 
physicists were hatching. The 
mission was picturesquely called 
Alsos, which is Greek for 
“groves,” and was headed by a 
remarkable man, Dr. Samuel A. 
Goudsmit. 

Now 50, Dr. Goudsmit was 
superbly qualified. A physicist of 
top reputation, he came from 
Holland 25 years ago and spoke 
several ‘European languages, .in- 
cluding German. His professional 
contacts abroad were wide. In 
fact, Werner Heisenberg, Ger- 
many’s Nobel Prize-winning top 


1939,*just before war broke out. 
Dr. Goudsmit was then a physics 
professor at the university. 


Ruddy-cheeked Dr. Goudsmit 
had other qualifications to head 
Alsos. He has a wonderfgl sense 
of humor, which turned out to be 
a major asset. He is a born story 
teller, a talent enabling him to 
turn out a fascinating book of 
his exploits (‘“Alsos,” published 
by Henry Schuman, Inc.) and he 
had an interest in scientific crime 
detection. 

When [I looked him up at 
Brookhaven National Laboratory 
on Long Island, where he now is 
chairman of the physics depart- 
ment, he told me -that once, at 
Michigan, he even tried his hand 
at playing detective. A radio and 
other equipment had been stolen 
from his laboratory. Dr. Goudsmit 
put on his Sherlock Holmes cap 
and applied grease to the eleva- 
tor door in search of tell-tale fin- 
gerprints. 

“I was a complete flop,” he 
said with a grin. “The cops 
looked at me and just. smiled. 
They turned up the burglar 
shortly afterward without my as- 
sistance.”

S an atomic sleuth, however, 

the doctor was a spectacular 

success. It was a delicate as- 
signment. Authentic data on the 
German efforts had to be ob- 
tained. Obviously, our military 
men figured, their uranium proj- 
ect had a high priority. Why else 
would a Wehrmacht general have 
displayed such frantic interest in 
the Paris laboratory and cyclotron 
of Dr. Frederic Joliot-Curie, the 
French atomic physicist? Why 
else were the Nazis so amazingly 
speedy in rebuilding the strategic 
heavy water plants in Norway 
which our Air Force had so pains- 
takingly blown to bits? As it 
turned out, the Germans wanted 
the heavy water for atomic ex- 
periments, all right, but it didn't 
do them much good. The French 
cyclotron interested them simply 
because they needed it and 
hadn't then finished one them- 
selves. .And the notorious Nazi 
bomb itself was never more than 
an experimental atomic pile of 


couldn’t get the “Granary pie Jo 
mation we needed. I don’t aie 
there are any atomic spies, only 
atomic traitors.” 

A scheme was considered to 
send a physicist to Switzerland 
to contact Heisenberg who was at- 
tending a scientific meeting there. 
It could have been a momentous 
rendezvous, but it never came 
off. Military minds vetoed the 
idea, fearing an Allied physicist, 


than he could uncover. Another 
plan to kidnap a scientist from 
central Erfrope was abandoned be- 
cause it seemed doubtful whether 
the “target” could be whisked 
off alive. 


“The main réason, of cdéurse, 
why we didn't get any informa- 
tion was because there wasr't 
any,” Dr. Goudsmit says. “But we 
didn’t know that then and we 
couldn’t take a chance.”

PPROPRIATELY, his Alsos 
A experience began with several 

bad scares, Shortly after the 
D-Day of Normandy, Dr. Goud- 
smit was in London when the first 
V-1 rocket dropped. He was called 
to inspect the debris and quickly 
concluded from the relatively 
small damage that it was not 
atomic. Would subsequent ones 
be? The doctor spent some un- 
easy nights underground before 
concluding that they wouldn't. 

On the continent, snooping for 
German documents, he § came 
across stationery marked, “The 
Representative of the. Rei 
shal for Nuclear Physics” and trip 
tickets for Wehrmacht vehicles 
bearing a _ similar imprint and 
the notation: “This trip is ime 
portant for the war effort.” The 
first reaction of the Alsos men 
was that the Nazis had a full 
marshal in charge of their ura- 
nium research while we only had 
a two-star general. It took a 
while for further documents to 
explain that this disturbing as- 
sumption was based on the intri- 
cacy of German bureaucratic gob- 
bledygook. The letterheads were 
corrected to read, “The Repre- 
sentive for Nuclear Physics of 
Bae Goering.” 

Then, in Paris, Dr. Goudsmit 
discovered that a Nazi chemist, 
who had been interested in locate 
ing uranium during the German 
occupation of France, had or 
dered the entire available supply 
of thorium shipped to Germany, 
This was frightening intelligence 
because there was no industrial 
use known for large quantities of 
thorium. However, the material 
could be used in the advanced 
stages of an A-bomb te tae

ICHAEL “MICKEY” Mac- 
Mpoucait, widely known 

detective: whose specialty is 
turning up ecardsharps, admits 
he’s in a crazy profession. 

“I’m the only practitioner of 
this racket alive and unless I’m 
very careful, one of these days I 
may be the only practitioner 
dead,” he laughs. A dapper, mild- 
mannered man, MacDougall has 
Spent more than 20 years tracking 
down the uppercrust of the 
underworld — the well-dressed, 
glib-tongued, suave-mannered 
swindlers who make their living 
cheating in games of chance. 

In the course of his exciting 
career, MacDougall has exposed 
the cleverest card sharp ever to 
operate on trans-Atlantic liners; 
broken up a $3,000,000 gin rummy 
swindle in Hollywood; forced a 
Miami gambler to return $73,000 
to a victim and found enough 
evidence to break up a New York 
gang of card cheats reported to 
have taken $4,000,000 a year from 
unsuspecting dupes. 

He kept sailors out of crooked

exposing various gambling rings; 
and has enjoyed the satisfaction 
of seeing much of the information 
he had gathered about crooked 
gamblers over a period of years 
used by the Kefauver Committee 
in the hearings that not long ago 
shook the nation.

MacDougall today carries 
three bullet holes in his left leg 
(Los Angeles), a knife scar un- 
der his chin (Mexico City), as- 
sorted knots on his head from a 
and a healthy 
fear of drowning after being 
tossed off a gambling ship operat- 
ing off the Eastern seaboard. 
“Here in New York alone there 
are thousands of persons who 
sustain their larcenous lives en- 
tirely on the profits of crooked 


gambling. A great percentage of 


them spend their spare time hop- 
ing that something extremely un- 
pleasant will happen to Mickey 
MacDougall,” says this genial 
“Professor” of gambling who has 
written four books, one of which, 

“Danger in the Cards” had the 
distinction of having a quarter- 
million copies distributed to our 
armed forces, 

Said to possess the “fastest and 
most * dextrous hands in the 
world,” MacDougall today, in 
addition to his work of tracking 
down crooked gamblers, is in 
great demand as a lecturer. His 
appearance recently before The 
Ambassadors Club in St. Louis 
Was one of a series of 212 Jlec- 
tures for which he was booked in

a nine-month tour all over the 
United States. 

MacDaugall began developing 
his dexterity with the pasteboards 
by doing card and magic tricks to 
amuse his fellow students at the 
University of Pennsylvania. In- 
tending to become a lawyer, he 
ran into a detour when, to earn 
a little extra money, he was able 
to get a vaudeville booking for 
his magie¢c act. His first season in 
vaudeville was sa successful that 
he was signed up for a tour of 
14 South*Americannight clubs. 

“All South American cabarets 
in those days had gambling 
rooms,” he explains. “I got ac- 
quainted with the dealers in those 


casinos and in exchange for my 
magic tricks got them to teach 
me their gambling tricks. Soon I 
had learned enough to become a 
good crooked gambler but I- 
lacked the one thing that makes 
a card cheat — I just didn’t have 
enough larceny in my heart.” 

Back in the United, States, Mac- 
Dougall tossed aside his magic 
act and developed a presentation 
showing how professional gam- 
blers fleece the unwary, 

* * * 
HEN in October of 1929 he 
T got the big chance that was to 
take him out of vaudeville and 
launch him on his exciting career 
as a gambling detective. 

“There was a swank club in 
New York where members gath- 
ered regularly to play dollar-a- 
point bridge,” he explains, ‘There 
was a suspicion that one of the 
club’s members was cheating and 
I was called in to see if I could 
verify that suspicion, 

“It didn't take me long to dis- 
cover that this member, a new- 
comer to the group, was-in re- 
ality a clever card cheat. So it 
was arranged for me to give my 
show at the club and in the show 
I imitated the ‘mannerisms of this 
cheat so accurately that he knew 
he had been recognized for what 
he was. He left the club that 
night and never came back, In- 
stead of getting $50, my regular 
fee for putting on my act in 
vaudewille and night clubs, I got 


a check for $1000. I told myself 
that this' was the business for 
me and I've been exposing 
crooked gamblers ever since.” 


As. his reputation. as a card 
detective grew, more and more 
private clubs retained Mac- 
Dougall, the police sought his 
services, and in the 1930s he was 
hired by a steamship line to get 
the goods on an _ international 
confidence man operating on 
trans-Atlantic liners. He furnished 
the evidence that ied to the ex- 
posure and apprehension of the 
notorious card-cheat Stewart Don- 
nelly, who fleeced prizefighter 
Max Schmeling out of $27,000. 


“When I got back ta New York 
I was famous,” MacDougall grins. 
“From then on I was offered 
more cases than I could handle.” 

In 1946, he handled one of the 
biggest cases in his career. Out 
in- Hollywood, a crowd of big- 
wigs had started playing gin rum- 
my with some newly found 
friends they didn’t know too 
much about. Before long the new- 
comers had raked in an aggregate 
of about $3,000,000 and the sus- 
picion not unnaturally arose that 
they might perhaps be cheating. 

Nobody could figure out how 
they were doing it. Nobody, that 
is, but MacDougall who was quiet- 
ly called into the case together 
with New York detective Ray 
Schindler. They solved the puzzle 
in record time. 

Kibitizing a few games, Mac- 
Dougall had no trouble spotting 
the method used by the cheats: 
At the end of a hand, the dealer 
would scoop up the cards in the 
pattern in which they had been 
played—runs of three or four of 
a kind. These he would. cieverly 
put on the bottom of the deck, 
failing to shuffle them in. When 
the opponent cut, the runs would 
be near the top. The dealer would 
thus know from his own hand 
many of the cards his opponent 
held. He could discard with this 
in mind while, waiting for the 
opponent ¢ discard those cards 
he knew would fit his own hand. 

When the MacDougall expose 


became public, the big shots who 
had lost in the high-stake games 


; ? 
suddenly walt talking and the 
full story of who fleeced whom 
was hushed up. Nobody would 
admit that he was one of the 
shorn lambs in the — swin- 
dle. 
“But the expose put a stop to 
the cheating,” says MacDougall. 
‘In fact it almost put a stop to 
gin rummy. For a while you 
couldn't get a game of gin in 
Hollywood. You couldn't even 
get a game of double solitaire.” 
Only a year later, MacDougall, 
in Miami Beach, tracked down a 
cheat who had taken an Ohio 
diamond merchant and his friends 
for $73,000 in a crooked gin game. 
“In this instance I got the 
whole $73,000 back for the Ohio 
diamond man and his friends,” 
he says. ‘I also got a nice per- 
centage of that amount for nab- 
bing the cheat.”

of Navy Intelligence, Mac- 

Dougall. was “inducted” 32 
times. Riding the trains from 
induction centers to boot: camps, 
he kept a sharp eye out for card 
cheats. and broke up many a 
crooked game. 


“If a guy will cheat in civilian 
clothes he’ll cheat in Navy blues,” 
MacDougall explains. “There 
wasn’t any use tossing these guys 
out of the service. The exposure 
method was better. It not only 
ended their cheating but usually 
also ended their card playing.” 

Working with the police, Mac- 
Dougall has been credited with 
having played a substantial part 
in the expose of the Hymie Cap- 
lin crooked card mob which at 
the height of its activities in New 
York City was taking an esti- 
mated $4,000,000 a year from 
wealthy suckers. Much of the 
evidence on crooked gambling 
which Mickey uncovered in 
work in New Orleans and Calu- 
met City, Ill., was later used by 
the Kefauver Committee. 


MacDougall can hand you a 
pack of cards, let you shuffle and 
cut them’and then make you deal 
him four aces. He says there are 
plenty of crooked gamblers that 
can do the same thing. 


Once in a demonstration at the 
swank Cavendish Club here, he 
proved that he could do as he 
pleases in a bridge game even 
against top-notch experts. With 
two of the biggest names of the 
bridge world as adversaries, Mac- 
Dougall asked for two ordinary 
decks of cards. These decks were 
thoroughly mixed and handed to

the players. Mickey shuffled the 
blue deck and one of his adver- 


saries the red. After the red deck . 


had been well mixed, it was cut 
by the other adversary and dealt 
by. MacDougall, but before deal- 
ing he announced that he would 
bid six no-trumps. With 100 ex- 
pert bridge players kibitzing the 
game, he dealt and made six no- 
trumps. Then one adversary dealt 
the blue pack, which had been in 
full view from the time it was 
given to him to riffle. Neverthe- 
less, when the cards had been cut 
and dealt, he received all 13 
spades, 


“It was easy,” MacDougall says, 
“done by expert manipulation of 
the cards during the shuffle and 
the deal. That's part of my busi- 
ness. I have to be able to match 
the specialist in dexterity of 
palming, bottom-dealing; second- 
dealing, crimping, daubing “and 
marking cards, That may sound 
like bragging but it isn’t. It’s 
just part of my business, like an 
orchestra leader’s being able to 
read scores and play half the in- 
struments in an orchestra.” 

Five feet six inches tall “in 
elevated heels,” with keen blue 
eyes and graying hair, MacDou- 
gall is kpown alike to most of the 
cops and card cheats in New 
York, but he keeps his place of 
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being looked upon and copied by 
the Paris socialites who’ve taken 
up Mrs. Ridgway’s penchant for 
big picture hats, low-cut neck- 
lines, and gray dresses with White 
lingerie accents.

“I 
also get a big kick out of the skill 
in card manipulation which is an 
indispensable part of my profes- 
sional equipment. Maybe it's a 
cockeyed career, but I love it.” 


Speculation on Origin of Earth and: Other 


Planets

HERE is something magnifi- 
T cently arrogantaabout man’s 

attempt to discover the origin 
of the: earth and Other planets. 
Nothing fires the imagination so 
quickly and leads to so much 
speculation as the evolution of 
the earth. Earthbound, and with- 
out’ any ‘hope of seeing other 
planetary systems, man strives to 
pierce the cosmic curtain for a 
glimpse’ of the mechanism that 
brought forth the planets, the 
satellites, the asteroids: and the 
millions of grains of dust that 
float among them, 


Speculation on the origin of the 
solar system began in ancient 
times. But only since the discov- 
ery of the telescope with its revo- 
lutionary impact on_ scientific 
thought has the information for 
analysis become available.

The similarities in the solar 
system are too numerous for the 
sun to have captured the planets 
one by one. It is inconceivable 
that such régularity could be ac- 
cidental. Therefore, the scientist 
looks fora logical orderly se- 
quence to explain what is found 
in the sky. 

The planets all move in a nar- 
row belt in the sky called the

tions are all counter-clockwise. 
The satellites or moons also move 
around the planets in counter- 
clockwise directions except for 
some distant ones which. move in 
the opposite direction.

from the earth, we see the ‘stars, 
sun and moon all rise in*the 
east and set in the west.

Finally there is the problem 
of the angular momentum of the. 
planets. The planets with less 
than two-tenths of one per cent 
of the mass or material of the 
solar system have 98 per cent of 
the singular momentum while the 
sun, with more than 99 cent 
of the mass, has about two, per - 
cent of the angular momentum. 
This is uniqye, unexpected and 
must be explained. 

While speculation’ has been 
exercised for three centuries it 
is only recently that the analyti- 
cal tools to handle the problem 
have been developed. The old 
theories were interesting be- 
cause they were highly ingenious 
but qualitatively and quantita- 
tively they were untenable. How-

ever, from an historical point of 
view there is a remarkable coin- 
cidence in that the first. major 
theory, which enjoyed such a 
unique popularity in cosmogonic 
speculations, is now returning to 
favor—in modern dress. 

The idea that the sun, once & 
huge — ball of hot, seeth- 
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rotational speed increased 


ing incandescent gas contracting 
under gravitational forces, leav- 
ing behind rings of matter as it 
grew smaller from which the 
planets evolved, is one of the 
oldest theories on the origin of 
the solar system and at the same 
time it is the core of the newest 
theory. 

The German philosopher Im- 
manuel Kant first proposed the 
evolution of a system from gas 
rings back in 1755 and this was 
formalized by the French geome- 
ter Pierre. Simon de Laplace in 
1796.

THE NEBULAR HYPOTHESIS 
of the Marquis de Laplace called 
for a ring of matter in the plane 
of the sun’s equator. As the sun 
continued to rotate faster to pre- 
serve a constant angular momen- 
tum or spin. In the same fashion 
a skater, beginning a whirl, holds 
her arms. outstretched and keeps 
them there until she gets up to 
speed. Once she has attained 
speed she suddenly pulls her 
arms in tightly and her spin 
grows very much faster. 

The skater demonstrates the 
principle of the conservation of 
angular. momentum. She has a 
certain inherent spin. hig her 
arms are outstretched the ht 
of her body is further feed 
center of gravity and so her 
speed mufst be slower to acceunt

But when her weight is 
trated close to her center of grav- 
ity in order to maintain her spin 
characteristic she must spin 
faster.

the rim of the disc-shaped nebula 
moved faster and faster. Finally 
the spin became so rapid that the 
centrifugal force exceeded the 
gravitational attraction of the 
nebula and the rings began to 
detach themselves. The rings 
would be left behind very much 
like rings on water around the 
splash of a stone in a quiet pond 
and they would consolidate into 
planets at the correct .distances 
from the sun. 


The nineteenth century philos- 
ophers imagined that the original 
nebula was about six billion miles 
in diameter, that is, extending out 
beyond the orbit of Neptune, for 
at least seven rings had to be left 
behind to account for the planets. 
The nebular hypothesis account- 
ed for many of the regularities of 
the solar system by accounting 
for the plane of rotation and the 
direction of rotation of the plan- 
ets, and moons, and spin of. the 
planets and the almost circular 
paths around the sun. 


This nebular hypotehsis en- 
joyed a unique position for al- 
most a Seated: years, though in 
1859 the English physicist, Clerke 
Maxwell, developed mathematical 
arguments to show that the rings 
could never condense into a single 
body. He proved they would form 
a stable configuration of tiny par- 
ticles much like the

of a better theory Laplace’ s ideas 
arate to the twentieth cen- 
ury.

Lionberger Davis Print Exhibition 
By Howard Derrickson 


HE $23,000 J: LIONBERGER DAVIS print collection, most 

important recent graphic arts accession of the City Art 

Museum, is on display there these hot summer days in what if 
is probably the city's coolest free place of public resort. 


Comprising 69 etchings, engrav- 
ings and woodcuts of the last six 
centuries, the exhibition will re- 

main on view through Oct. 1 in 
basement galleries between the 
museum library and restaurant. 
The donor turned over the prints 
to the museum 16 months ago, 
along with the 37 Chinese cere-

Stewart, museum librarian, said, 
but they now join a number of 
important and difficult-to-obtain 
books that the donor presented 
to the library during the time he 
served the museum from Feb- 
ruary 1949 until his death last 
May 12.

Cities Greater Gains.’ 

‘Cities which have shown the 
greatest progress have been New 
York, Chicago, Philadelphia, De- 
troit, Cincinnati, Baltimore, In- 
dianapolis, Little Rock, Ark.; 
Norfolk, Va., and two in Puerto 
Rico—Mayaguez and Ponce. 

Each of those cities has ac- 
quired, or is carrying out acqui- 
sition, of at least one important 
redevelopment site. New York 
has four, Chicago, Baltimore and 
Indianapolis each two. 

Demolition of the old slum 
structures has been started on 
tent of the sites in other cities, 

and simultaneously at the same 
places the required steps to relo- 
cate the old residents are under 
way. Relocation calls for finding 
adequate quarters elsewhere, 
often in low-rent public housing. 

These eight sites are: Chicago, 
Lake Meadows, a big South Side 
undertaking; Philadelphia, a unit 
of the East Poplar area, adjoining 
the downtown district; Detroit, 
the Gratiot tract, near downtown; 
Baltimore, Waverly, a midtown 
site long under study, and Johns 
Hopkins, in the famous hospital 
neighborhood; Indianapolis, Proj- 
ect A, a midtown blot, and loca- 
tions in Norfolk and Mayaguez. 

Others Forging Ahead. 

Study of Housing and Home 
Finance Agenty records shows 
that 17 other cities reached the 
stage of final planning for the 
general scheme of specific proj- 
ects at about the same time St. 
Louis did, but have forged ahead 
of St. Louis in action. These cities 
are Cincinnati, now among the 
top group, and the following 
others: 

Mobile, Ala.; Chicago Heights, 
Ill.; New Orleans, La.; Somer- 
yille, Mass.; Kansas City; Dover, 
N.H.; Newark, N.J.; Perth Amboy, 
N.J. (two projects); Chester and 
York, Pa.; Johnson City, Memphis 
and Murfreesboro, Tenn.; Bristol 
and Portsmouth, Va., and Hono- 
lulu, T.H, 

Further check shows that at 
least 37 other cities, regardless 
of time they started action, have 
reached stages more advanced 
than St. Louis. These include 
New York, with five projects; 
Philadelphia, with three; five 
cities with two projects each, and 
30 cities with single projects. 

Philadelphia, having the ad- 
vantage of some state aid as well 
as city and federal participation, 
became the first city to complete 
a slum clearance project under 
the redevelopment program. 
Ground was broken April 11, 
1951; the place was dedicated last 
April 9, and people already are 
living in the first group of 174 
middle-income apartments of 
colonial design, costing $2,433,000. 

Chicago Project. 

At Chicago, New York Life In- 
surance Co. has started building 
Lake Meadows, which will con- 
sist of 18 multi-story apartment 
buildings on a 10l-acre site in 
the South Side slums. A federal 
grant has been allocated for re- 
development of a Chicago West 
Side district for light industrial 
use. 

Detroit has acquired the 129- 
acre Gratiot site. It proposes to 
have private enterprise redevelop 
this tract chiefly with middle- 
income rental housing, but with 
some industrial, commercial and 
automobile parking use, and pro- 
vision for play spaces and an 
expressway location. 

Cincinnati’s project has been 
described by HHFA as follows: 

“Laurel, part of the huge, de- 
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last June 10. Charles M: Huttig, 
chairman of the authority, died 
June 22. Mayor Joseph M. Darst 
has not chosen Huttig’s succes- 
sor and the agency has been 
working with an acting director. 

Nevertheless, the authority and 
the Urban Redevelopment Corp. 
have been co-operating actively 
in preparations to proceed with 
the plaza district project. 
detailed work of preparation has 
to be done. A new general plan 
of yedexelopment, yy for 
middle-income housing, is under 
preparation. 


Acquisition Bills Pending. 


Pending in the Board of Alder- 
men are bills for city acquisition 
of a three-block strip in this 
area, between Market and Chest- 
nut streets, to connect Memorial 
and Aloe plazas. This would rep- 
resent part of the municipal par- 
ticipation in the plan. 


Nathaniel S. Keith, HHFA’s re- 
development director, said in a 
recent speech that only a year and 
a half ago the slum clearance 
scheme was untested by actual 
practice and involved many un- 
answered basic questions. Stat- 
ing some of these questions, he 
continued: 


‘Could local redevelopment pro-| 
grams be developed on a basis | 


the success of the program? Could | 
the fiscal structure of American 
cities absorb the local share of 
the cost, as required by federal 
laws? Could the families living in 
slum and blighted areas be relo- 
cated? Would it be possible under 
a defense economy to carry for- 
ward projects involving basic 
changes to the established pattern 
of central city areas? 


“These were some of the $64 
questions which then confronted 
this new program. 

“Today the program is still new, 
but its experience has progressed 
to the point where realistic af- 
firmative answers can be ad- 
vanced to these $64 questions. 


Parfticipation in Project. 

“It is significant that the ques- 
tion as to the ability and willing- 
ness of private enterprise to par- 
ticipate in redevelopment is being 
answered affirmatively in an in- 
creasing number of communities 
throughout the country. For un- 
derstandable reasons, the interest 
of private enterprise typically is 
in direct ratio to the progress 
made by the local communities in 
preparing firm redevelopment 
proposals based on a sensible plan 
that ties in with intelligent over- 
all city planning, and that offers 
reasonable assurance of a long- 
range productive new use for the 
lan 

“Experience has also shown that 
it is enastbie to handle the reloca- 
tion of families from redeveloped 
areas in accordance with the re- 
quirements of the federal po whey 
and with a decent regard to social 
values. 

“There is another equally basic 
conclusion which needs constant 
recognition. That is that rede- 
velopment is a painstaking, time- 
consuming process.”

The Federal Government also 
is increasing for two years its 
share of funds granted to the 
states for public assistance to four 
groups, but just what part of the 
increase, if any, will go to the 
more than 5,000,000 individual re- 
cipients will be up to the states. 

The new law makes possible an 
additional $5 a month in Federal 
funds for those receiving old-age 
assistance, aid to the blind and aid 
to the permanently and totally 
disabled. It permits increases for 
those receiving aid to dependent 
children by $3 a month in each 
eategory—for the home maker 
and each dependent child. 

State Laws Vary.

“Th ‘fact that glamour factors 

not all-important was one of 
several conclusions reached in a 
master’s thesis submitted by 
Phoebe Forrest, Miss.Forrest did 
her’ research under the direction 
of Dr. William F. Smith Jr., pro- 
fessor of family relations. 

Among the 135 high school 
juniors surveyd by Miss Forrest, 
about half discussed their dating 
problems‘ with their mothers, 
while fewer than 3 per cent car- 
ried their troubles to their fa- 
thers. The figures also showed 
that teen agers are more apt to 
quarrel with their mothers than 
with their fathers, ; 

Although most of the young 
people wanted their parents to 
approve of the person they were 
dating, almost 75 per cent indi- 
cated a parental lack of interest 
in their problems. 

The girls said that they received 
most of their ideas on how to get 
a date from current magazines, 
while the boys listed as their chief 
source “bull sessions” with class- 
mates. 

The starting-age for dating is 
earlier for boys than for girls, 
. according to the thesis. Most girls 
start when they are 14. The boys 
claim, however, that they them- 
selves stop dating by the time 
they are juniors in high school. 

Miss Forrest said thé. reason 


was that the boys have a much 
narrower idea of what a date 
means. The boys do not accept the 
girls’ premise that even a casual 
downtown meeting and conse- 
quent walk home can be termed 
a date. As a result, the totals for 
the girls show a higher number 
of dates than for the boys. ' 

Although about 25 per cent of 
the high school students inter- 
viewed were “going steady,” most 
of them were not taking their 
dating too seriously. Among the 
chief pastimes listed were movies, 
car riding and dancing. 

The ‘matrimonial ambitions of 
the girls differed materially from 
the boys. Most of the girls ex- 
pressed g desire to be married by 
the time they were 21, but the 
boys did not want to be fettered 
until they were at least 24 or 25. 
Incidentally, 80 per cent of both 
groups did not think that the dat- 
ing they were doing at the time of 
the survey was part of a success- 
ful courtship for marriage. 

The: desire for more indepen- 
dence on the part of the boys was 
reflected in the freedom they 
were granted by their parents in 
date curfews. Only 27 per cent 
of the boys were under any time 
limit imposed by their own par- 
ents, while 71 per cent of the 
girls had a definite homecoming 
time established. : 

Miss Forrest came to the con- 
clusion that the high number of 
boys not dating meant that too 
many were missing an important 
experience for all teen agers. The 
responsibility, she felt, rests with 
the schools and with thie home. 


ARN HIRES OVER AGE 
MEN A EXPERIMENT 


Finds They Make Valuable 
Contributions to the

CHICAGO, (INS) — Men past 
the age of 65 can be salvaged 
from the labor scrap heap. 

The Washington National Insur- 
ance Co., of Evanston, IIL. is 
proving it. 

Eighteen months ago, the com- 
pany’s 76-year-old chairman, H. 
R. Kendall, embarked on an un- 


usual experiment. 

Kendall believed that business | 
should restudy the whole problem | 
of retirement for advanced age. | 
He considered it cruel to force | 
elderly men to retire as long as 
they were willing and able to 
work. 

To test his belief, Kendall ad- 
vertised for over-age persons to 
perform office work and hired 
five men whose average age was 
past 60. 

The men wanted to return to 
work primarily because they had 
found retirement dull and un- 
interesting, rather than because 
they wanted to earn money, 

They had formerly held sales 
and executive positions with other 
firms at salaries up to about $18>

real estate business, was placed in 
the casualty claims division as a 
file clerk. A second man had 
formerly been a‘salesman of acci- 
dent, health and life insurance. 
He was employed in the same di- 
vision as a claims checker.

PRESSURE FOR SELLING 
REDS MALAY RUBBER 


Labor Party Urges Free Trade 
to Prevent General Slump 
and Hardship. 


SINGAPORE (UP)—Britain 
should allow Malaya to export 
rubber to Red China and Russia to 
prevent a slump in this country, 
the general council of the Singa- 
pore Labor Party contends. 

A resolution passed by the coun- 
cil said: 

“The only remedy to the sudden 
and persistent drop in the price of 
rubber lies in an extended market. 

“So far we have restricted our 
rubber exports to North Atlantic 
Treaty. Organization countries for 
and military reasons, 


talist principles of free trade. 

“By denying one-half of the 
world an essential commodity like 
rubber, we are in actual fact 
starving ourselves. This policy has 
resulted in America obtaining a 
monopoly position in the buying 
of rubber, which coupled with her 
ability to produce synthetie rub- 
ber, reacts adversely to the in- 
obey of rubber-producing coun- 

es.” , 

See Serious Results. 

The resolution warned that if 

this state of affairs was allowed to 
on unchecked “the economic 
percussions, besides the politi- 

cal and industrial unrest in the 

country will be very serious.” 

The price drop has rocked the 
country badly and union as well 
as employers’ associations have 
warned against the' dangers of 
Communism making inroads in 
this unstable economic situation. 

Union leaders said further drops 
in the price of rubber will affect 
the earnings of nearly 300,000 
rubber workers and drive them 
into the arms of the Communists. 

Britain Opposed. 

Union leaders have clamored 
for an end of destinational con- 
trol imposed by the Unied King- 
‘dom government to prevent stra- 
tegic war material from going to 
Red China soon after she joined 
the Korean war. : 

Before the imposition of the 
control, Red China was a regular 
purchaser of Malayan rubber 
through its buying agents in Sin- 
gapore and Hong Kong. . 

Rubber men are confident that

will be firmly stabilized despite 
American efforts to bring it down. 


3 LIGHT ELEMENTS 
DEEPEN MYSTERY 
OF COSMIC RAYS 


DENVER (AP) — Explorations 
near the top of the earth’s atmos- 
phere have deepened rather than 
clarified the mystery of the origin 
of cosmic rays. 

One of the latest bits of con- 
fusing evidence, a group of top 
cosmic ray experts told the Amer- 
ican Physical Society recently, is 
the appearance above the 20-mile 
level of atoms of lithium, boron 
and. beryllium. 

Here on earth these three are 
regarded as relatively light ele- 
ments. Found traveling at fan- 
tastic speeds high in the atmos- 
phere, they are classed as heavy 
cosmic ray particles. 

How they got into the thin air 
near the top of the earth's atmos- 
pheric envelop is a major mystery. 
Dr. Enrico Fermi, who produced 
the first uranium chain reaction 
leading to development of the 
atom bomb, expressed the belief 
they came from somewhere in the 
Milky Way. A similar view was 
expressed by one of Dr. Fermi’s 
University ef Chicago colleagues, 
Dr. Edward Teller. 

Still other experts expressed 
the belief they might have come 
from. the sun or even from the 
earth's atmosphere itself. 

The posibility of solar or even 
earthly origin of these cosmic 
heavyweights cannot be excluded 
on the basis of present informa- 
tion, said Dr. Manuel S. Vallarta, 
Mexico’s foremost cosmic ray 
researcher.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2. 

HE State Department is keep- 

ing close tabs on Egyptian de- 

velopments, taking its time 
before deciding whether’ the 
army’s seizure of power is good 
or bad for Egypt and the western 
world. 

If Maj. Gen. Mohammed Na- 
guib, strong man of the new gov- 
ernment, should join forces with 
the extreme Nationalists of the 
Wafd party, some authorities fear 
Egypt might follow Iran down the 
road toward chaos. 

But hope is strong that Naguib 
and Premier Aly Maher will bring 
stability, work out a settlement of 
the-Suez and Sudan disputes with 
Britain and join the Middle East 
command, affiliated with the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion. 

Officials reports are that there 
was little apparent advance plan- 
ning of the coup beyond imme- 
diate steps to make it a success. 
Ousting King Farouk was a later 
decision. 

‘Reports here say that in the 
midst of the revolt there was a 
néeeting of about 80 leaders and 
that almost every one voiced his 
oWh opinion on what the next step 
should be.

ITH competition heightened 
by the rivalry between ath- 
letes of East and West, the 

Olympic track and field record 
book was almost completely re- 
written during the international 
games at Helsinki, Finland. Not 
since the ancient Greek sports car- 
nival was revived in 1896 were so 
many records established in a 
single Olympiad. New Olympic 
marks were set in 26 of the 33 
track and field.events and three 
records were equaled. Nine world 
records were bettered and one 
was tied. 

The women runners, jumpers 
and weight tossers outshone the 
men in the matter of shattering 
records. While the men, in their 
24 events, broke 19 Olympic and 
five world records, the women, in 
their nine events, hung up seven 
Olympic and four world marks. 

In the men’s division, the as- 
sault on the record book was led 
by Americans, who won 14 first- 
place gold medals to give the 
United States an overwhelming, 
although unofficial, team victory. 
They alone accounted for nine 
Olympic records and tied two 
others. The most notable Ameri- 
can triumph was scored in the 
toughest of all track and field 
events, the decathlon. Burly Bob 
Mathias, Stanford University foot- 
ball star, smashed his own world 
record in piling up 7887 points in

y individual winners are 
recognized in the Olympic games, 
but unofficially teams are credited 
for the first six places in each 
event on a 10-5-4-3-2-1 point basis. 
Under this system, the United 
States gained the team champion- 
ship with 219 points. Next came 
Soviet Russia, competing in the 
games for the first time, with 103 
points. Other countries were far 
behind. 

In the star-spangled field of 
champions, a scrawny Czech run- 
ner blazed his way to athletic 
glory by achieving a remarkable 
triple win. He was Emil Zatopek, 
a 30-year-old army officer ae 
Prague, who set new records in 
the 5000-meter (3.11 miles) and 
10,000-meter (6.22 miles) races and 
the marathon. A slight man with 
a big chest who runs in ungainly 
fashion, Zatopek was the only con- 
testant to win three gold medals 
in the fifteenth Olympiad, and his 
feat was the more amazing be- 
cause he never before had run the 
gruelling 26-mile marathon. His 
wife added to the family honor by 
hurling the javelin for a new wom- 
en's Olympic record. 

Outstanding woman competi- 
tor, however, was a fleet-footed 
Australian stenographer, Marjorie

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Jackson, who won two gold medals. 
She equaled both the Olympic 
and world records in the 100-meter 
dash and set a new Olympic and 
world record in the 200 meters.

N HER brief public career, Eva Peron was a 
dominant and dynamic figure in entine 
politics; in death, the full extent of her im 

pact on her people was shown by remarkable 
demonstrations of mass mourning. Soon after 
her flower-laden bier was placed on view in 
the Ministry of Labor building, people 
streaming past. The line became a mile long, 
growing despite a chilly rain. Thousands of 
Argentines began arriving in Buenos Aires 
from other cities, causing congestion that 
brought normal activities to a halt. Several 
persons died in the crush, and others were 
injured. 

As head of the government-sponsored 


General Federation of Labor, the Eva Peron 
Social Aid Foundation and the Peronista wom- 
en‘s party, Evita, as she liked to be called, 
wielded tremendous influence and engineered 
widespread social programs, workers’ benefits, 
women's suffrage. At the same time, Presi- 
dent Peron, pursuing his own so-called “third 
position” between Communism.and capitalism, 
nationalized key industries. The sagging econ- 
omy and the loss of a free press that have 
been the price of the Peronist regime did not 
deter the thousands who mourned the death 
of the woman who called herself the Lady 
Bountiful. She had been officially awarded 
the title “Spiritual Chief of the Nation.”

King Haakon, the ‘grand old man’ of Norway, is 80 today... 


OSLO, Norway. 

N OSLO today, a tall, distinguished gentle- 

man is celebrating his 80th birthday— 

and all Norway is celebrating with him. 

The gentleman is Norway’s favorite 

citizen — King Haakon VII. His people 
know him well, because he’s easy to talk to. 

» Every Norwegian knows he can have an au- 

dience with the King any time he wants one. 

King Haakon (pronounced “Haw-kun’’) 
takes his job seriously, but he’s not a stuffy 
monarch, by any means. The Norwegians like 
to tell this story about him: 

One morning the King hopped aboard an 
Oslo trolley, and dropped his royal handkKer- 
chief. 

A fellow-passenger, who didn’t recognize 
the King, picked up the handkerchief and, 
with a polite bow, handed it to him. 

“Thank you very much,” said the King. “You 
cannot imagine how valuable my handkKer- 
chief is to me. It’s the only place in my king- 
dom I can poke my nose into.” 

That was the King’s way of laughing off the 
fact that he has quite limited powers under 
the Norwegian Constitution. But those limita- 
tions haven’t kept him from serving his people 
well throughout the 47 years of his reign. 


He Demanded a Vote 


AAKON is probably the only man who was 
ever elected king by modern democratic 
processes. And by people of another 

kingdom, at that. 

For some 500 years, Norway had no king of 
its own. It was united successively with Den- 
mark and Sweden. 

In 1905, after an argument with the Swedish 
King, Oscar II, over a separate consular serv- 
ice for Norway, the Norwegian parliament dis- 
solved the union with Sweden. 


? 


Looking around for a king, the Norwegians 
finally offered the throne to Prince Carl of 
Denmark. — 

To everybody’s surprise, Carl said he would 
accept only if the people of Norway showed 
they wanted (1) a monarchy (2) him as king. 
He demanded a national referendum. 

Everybody in Norway, statesmen, politicians 
and ordinary people, argued with him in vain. 

“This is all fine,” Prince Carl said. “But in 20 
years’ time you politicians and statesmen may 
be dead. Then the Norwegians may come to me 
and say: ‘What the devil are you doing here.’ ” 

Carl won his point. There was a plebiscite. 
Result: 259,563 in favor of a monarchy; 69,264 
against. On November 18, 1905, the Norwe- 
gian parliament unanimously elected Carl as 
King. 

As Norway’s king, Carl even became Nor- 
wegian in name. He took the name of Haakon, 
after the old Viking Kings, and changed the 
name of his son, Alexander, to Olav, after 
Norway’s patron saint. 

A couple of years ago, one of Oslo’s leading 
hotel proprietors, a Dane named Jensen, cele- 
brated his silver jubilee. King Haakon sent 
for him and said: “It pleases me, my dear 


Jensen, to see a Dane wae has done so well | 


in Norway.” ; 
“Well, Your Majesty,” said Jensen, with a 
bow, “‘you have not done so badly yourself.” 


He’s Always on the Dot 


ORWAY will never forget how he defied the 

N Nazis when they walked into that coun- 

try during World War II, and how he led 

the nation through the difficult post-war re- 
construction. | 

When the Germans stormed into Norway in 

1940, they found in Haakon a brave leader they 


— —E 
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_ could not bully. He flatly refused to name the 


traitor, Vidkun Quisling, to be prime minister. 

From England, he and his government-in- 
exile ran Norway’s great 4,000,000-ton fleet of 
merchant ships — a fleet that was manned by 
30,000 loyal Norwegians. 

In England, too, he built a small but eked 
Norwegian air force, and a navy, and broad- 
cast regularly to his subjects back home. 

There is no “side” to King Haakon. He never 
throws his weight around. The only thing that 
makes him lose his témper is when somebody 
is late. Always on the dot himself, he blows up 
if he is kept waiting. 

Otherwise, he is a modest man of moderate 
habits. He eats Sparingly and drinks very little. 
He smokes nothing but cigarettes, likes to chat 
with his friends, and enjoys a good joke. 


Didn't Fool the King 


N ONE Of his many war-time trips in Eng- 
land, Haakon and his aide, on the train 
to London, were provided with a hot 

lunch and a bottle of wine. Sandwiches and 
beer were served to the rest of his party in the 
next compartment. i 

The others knew that the King’s aide much 
preferred beer to wine, and so they worked 
out a scheme to get the aide into their com- 
partment. 

Across a copy of the London Times they 
wrote in large letters, “The beer has arrived.” 
Holding the paper so that the aide could see 
but the King couldn’t, the secretaries asked 
the King to release the aide so that he could 
help them study some urgent telegrams. 

The King solemnly agreed. But a minute 
later, while his man was guilping down beer, 
in walked King Haakon, all smiles, and said: 
“I, too, would like a bottle of those telegrams.”

ae Scientists are finding that late summer boredom is dangerous for 
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| DETROIT. 
FEW days ago, three boys sat with eyes 
lowered in the Police Youth Bureau 
here. : 
Slowly, they told a story of how 
they stole a half-dozen cars “to go 
joy-riding.” 

These were not slum children. They came 
from middle-class homes. Their parents are 
known as respectable people. 

“Well, why did you kids do it?” asked one 
of the officers. 

For a moment there was silence. 

@ Then, one of the boys blurted out: ‘““‘We went 
to the movies Tuesday night, watched TV 
Wednesday night. What did you expect us to 
do last night?” 

@ The officers looked at each other knowingly. 
These boys weren’t hardened criminals. What 
was the real reason for those thefts? 

@ From that boy’s “explanation,” you might 
say that he and his friends were bored. 

You’d be right. They were bored. 

And boredom, scientists here are learning, 
can spell danger to youngsters from 12 to 16 
years old. 

That fact helps explain still another finding 
of Wayne University researchers who have 
carried out a six-year study with the Police 
Youth Bureau of juvenile delinquency: 

More boys and girls get into trouble with 
police in August, when most school vacations 
come to an end, than in July. 

According to Dr. William W. Wattenberg, 
educational psychologist at Wayne: “The rate 
of increase for August is generally about 12 to 
19 per cent.” : 

Plain and simple boredom is a big reason 
for that increase. | 

Here’s how Dr. Wattenberg explains it: 

@® When youngsters first get out of school in 
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Why do youngsters get into 


HAT makes a juvenile delinquent? 
There is no air-tight answer to that ques- 
tion, of course. 

But Dr. Wattenberg has compiled a list of factors 
apparently common to a great many youngsters ar- 
rested by Detroit police. 

@ First, the boy picked up once’ by police looks and 
acts like the average boy on the street. He could be 
from any kind of a home—rich or poor.

late May or June, they feel relaxed. 

e They have that “freedom is wonderful” 
feeling. Lack of a ~~ -to-day routine is fine, 
at first. 

@ They dash for a elaveroubil: or over to a 
friend’s house to do all the things they planned 
during the Spring. 

@ But after a month goes by, they’ve done all 
those things. By August, many Kids start get- 
ting edgy. They get a little irritable. The play- 
ground no longer holds their interest. They 
get unhappy—because there’s no routine. 

And when that happens, they start looking 
for something unusual to do—something that 
they haven’t done before. 

With those three boys, their “new experi- 
ence” was stealing autos. 

In the case of other youngsters, it can be 
petty thievery, destroying property or joining 
‘in gang fights. 

In scientific language, “unstructured free- 
dom is frustrating.” In other words, when they 
don’t have anything interesting to do, they 
feel disturbed. 

And having something worthwhile to do is 
vital for kids—especially those teetering on the 
brink of trouble with police. 


They Have to be Active 


R. WATTENBERG points out that studies 
have proved that most delinquents crave 
activity. They’re the kind of kids who 

always want to be doing something. 

That’s illustrated in the story of a 12-year- 
_ old Detroit schoolboy. 

He got into trouble with his teachers. And 
the case was brought to the principal. 

After an arithmetic lesson, the little boy 
knocked a girl’s teeth out. 

The arithmetic teacher wanted the child 


expelled. The shop and gym teachers couldn't 
see why. In shop and gym, he behaved. 


Why? Because in shop and gym, the boy was 
allowed to get up, walk around, and stay active 
through the class period. But in the arithmetic 
class, he had to sit still. He couldn’t take that. 
He had to. be active a good part of the time— 
or he’d get out of hand. 

The boy’s understanding parents — and a 
sympathetic principal — helped him work out 
the problem of his excess energy. 

What can you as parents do to keep your 
child out of trouble in August? Dr. Watten- 
berg advises: 

3—Don’t jam all your family activities into 
the first few weeks of your child’s vacation. 
Plan family activities for the whole summer. 
Too often, parents “do everything” in July 
and leave nothing for August. 

For instance, they take the youngster to the 
zoo, On a picnic, to the ball game and swim-- 
ming, all in one week. And the next week, the 
child is left to himself. / 

About 90% of all kids arrested in Detroit in 
a year told police their families rarely pro- 
vided them with anything to do. 

That may explain in part, the fact that kids 
who get in trouble are often found to be “en- 
tertainment-starved.” They frequently steal 
to get money for a movie. 

2—Kids 12 to 16 need a lot of friends of their 
own age. Watch your child. Is he playing with 
the kids he usually does? 

Sometimes, a group of children tell an in- 
dividual child that they don’t want to play 
with him anymore. The child suadenty finds 
himself without playmates. 

The other kids may actually be cruel to him. 
If that’s happening to your child, find out the 
cause and get together with the children and 

their parents to iron things out.

On an average weekend, he 
will spend about 6 hours within eyesight or earshot 
of his father—if he lives with both parents. 

Of these 6 hours, at least half are spent in the 
. ordinary routines of eating, etc. 

The boy’s church attendance is irregular. It is un- 
likely that he belongs to any supervised youth organ- 


ization. He may be a “lone wolf” who has few friends, - 


or he may belong to an organized gang. 
The neighborhood he lives in is not necessarily a

appearance and reputation. His house may be sub- 
standard or in need of repairs. His family is not likely - 
to own a Car.

Golf was his profession, and it was her dream 
that he become an outstanding success. 

“T’'ll be all right,” smiled “Buttons’’—she had 
gotten the nickname as a child, because her 
father thought she was cute as a button. “You 

just go ahead and win.” : 

A few days later, Ann Cosgrove Boros, just © 
23, was dead. A cerebral hemorrhage, some- 
thing which might have happened at any time 
in her brief, warm life, had cut her down. : 

Doctors fought desperately in a Boston hos- 
pital to keep her alive for a few days until her 
baby was born. Young Jay Nicholas Boros, saw 
the light finally—a beautiful, bouncing seven-

This tragedy was the springboard to one of 
the most dramatic sports dramas ever wit- 
nessed, rivalling in poignant human interest 
the comeback of Ben Hogan after his autonio- 
bile accident. For Julius Boros, aj 32-year-old 


former Bridgeport, Conn., accountant, the son 


of immigrant Hungarian parents, carried on 
to win—for “Buttons”—the U.S. Open Cham- 
pionship at Dallas, Tex., and to defeat Ben 


‘Hogan in the bargain. Boros’ feat may be prop- 


erly appraised in these terms; it took Hogan a 
decade to win the Open, and Sam Snead has 
never won it. Yet the ex-bookkeeper accom- 


-_plished the task in three seasons as a pro- 


fessional. 
As a fond husband, married a little more 
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than a year, Boros was heartbroken by his 
wife’s death. : : 

“For a while, Julius never wanted to play 
again,” says Peggy Kirk, top-flight woman pro- 
fessional and friend of “Buttons.” “But then 
he kept on, because he knew that she would 
have wanted it that way.” 

It was an odd and unusual inspiration which 
Boros had to keep him going. But it wasn’t un- 
precedented. Valerie Hogan, Ben Hogan’s wife, 
saw Ben through after his accident. And Mrs. 
Jim Ferrier goes around with her husband 
to score his putts and other vital statistics. 

But “Buttons,” who:gave up her own fine 
amateur golfing career to follow Julius on 
every round, was the one person who had in- 


| Sisted that he turn “pro.” Professional tourna- 


ment play is hazardous at best. The Hogans, 
Sneads and Lloyd Mangrums come few and far 
between. Yet Ann Cosgrove Boros was con- 


vinced her husband was made of cham- 
pionship stuff. 
And she knew golf. She had learned the 


game as a child from her father, now © 


manager of Mid-Pines in Southern Pines. 

“ ‘Buttons’ could have taught golf her- 
self,” says Peggy Kirk. “She worked 
harder at the game than anybody I know. 
She did not have a particularly athletic 
build, but she won the Massachusetts 
championship one year.” 

Her own career ended, however, the day 
she met Boros. She first saw him playing 
at Mid-Pines. A crack amateur then, 
Julius was accountant for a trucking firm. 
His boss, a golf fanatic, had taken him to 
the course. 

“Buttons” first remark about Boros is 


slightly historic. She declared flatly toa — 


companion, “That’s the man for me.” 

Golf and love soon found a way. The 
shy Hungarian boy who resembles Doug 
Fairbanks, Jr., and who sports tremen- 
dous hands on a 200-pound, 5 foot, 11% 
inch frame, found in “Buttons” Cosgrove 
a kindred soul. ; 

Before long, he forgot his books and 
his ledgers and decided his main interest 
in figures would be those which broke par 
on a golf course. 


Mad About Golf 


‘T wasn’t hard, because he had always 
been mad about golf. As a boy, fourth 
youngest of the Boros’ clan — his 

father, Lance, was a machinist — Julius 
had caddied at courses in and around his 
native Fairfield. 

“All my sons —they caddie and play 

_ golf,” his mother, Mrs: Elizabeth Boros, 
says proudly. 
~ Even at 13, Boros was so small (4 feet, 


9 inches tall and 100 pounds) that golfers 


occasionally called him “Peanuts.” They 
often threatened to carry him in their 
bags. But a year later he sprang up sud- 
denly. He went on to become captain of 
the high school golf team and a member 
of the varsity basketball team. 

As a golfer, Julius was almost com- 
pletely self-taught. He served more than 
four years in the medical corps‘of the

His mother died just after his birth last year. 
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Army Air Force during which time he was 
able to play golf near his base in Missis- 
sippi. Then he attended Bridgeport Uni- 
versity for a while and, finally, went to 
work in an office. 

Julius would bolt from the office to the 
golf course after work. In the national 
amateur in 1948, he reached the fifth 
round. In the nationals in 1949, he 
achieved the quarter finals. But amateur 
golf was increasingly expensive. 

About this time, a friend took Julius to 
Claude Harmon, pro at Winged Foot. Says 
Harmon, “I played one round with him. 
Then I told his friend, ‘Don’t let anybody 
change his style. He has a wonderful 
Swing. He does every stroke alike with the 
same tempo, rhythm and ease.’ ”’ 


He Had ‘“‘the Game’’ 


6sWT was obyious even then,’ recalls 
| ed Corcoran, promotion director 
of the Professional Golfer’s Assn., 
“that Boros had the temperament and 
game to go far if he would keep at it.” 

That, of course, is the rub in anything 
—keeping at it. When Julius Boros, who 
now stands to earn more than $50,000 
this year as a consequence of his Open 
victory, eventually became a professional, 
the outlook was far from bright. 

As a staple, he had a golf shop at Mid- 
Pines. But cream money was in the tour- 
naments—if you’re on top, that is. 

“Buttons” told Julius he would be on 
top. She said he would win in 1952 after 
he finished ninth at Merion, Pa., in 1950. 
His fourth at Birmingham, Mich., in 1951 
—an incredible advance for a newcomer— 
confirmed her prediction. 

Julius was coming to rely on her in- 
creasingly. Once, at Birmingham, “But- 
tons,” who was expecting her baby in a 
few months, lagged behind a few holes. 
Julius went back to her. 

“Don’t you ever leave me,” he said. 
After tragedy struck last September, 
Boros forged on alone, plunging himself 
into golf. 


it Was The Memory 


HEN the Open was held in June, he 
was not conceded the slightest 
chance. Hogan assumed a good 
lead over the field in the second round. 

But Hogan faltered. Julius ‘Boros fol- 
lowed two 71’s with a brilliant 68 on the 
third round. And, then, on the final 
round, the round which has often spelled 
disaster for the Sneads and so many pro- 
fessional golfers who have failed to grasp 
golf’s grand prize, he shot a smooth 71 
once more. He had reached the promised 
land of his profession. 

“I was driving well, which is the strong 
part of my game, on those narrow fair- 
ways,” says Boros, “and, for once, my put- 
ting was not erratic. That helped.” 

Something else helped. A permeating 
faith and memory inspired the stolid- 
appearing Julius Boros at the Northwood 
Club. “Buttons” was at Dallas, too.

Smitty, who has been teaching 
people to swim for 30 years, claims:

Smitty believes in combining les- 
sons in acrobatics and tumbling 
with swimming instruction. It gives 
kids confidence and control. 

Smitty’s muscular charm seems to 
work on adults, too. Recently, a 65- 
year-old man who feared the water 
was swimming across the pool and 
back, unaided, within 15 minutes. 

“Despite their fears built up over 
the years, adults are easier to teach,” 
says Smitty, “because they have bet- 
ter coordination.”
